Juitlliab le H om icide at Stockton. 
S tockton, February 22d.—Early this 
morning Bob Scanlan, a young man of unsa­ 
vory reputation, was shot and killed by Jar. 
Helt, a carpenter, aged about 60 years. Scan- 
lan was trying to forcibly enter a dwelling in 
which a mother and her two grown daughters 
resided. The women cried “ Murder, help!” 
and were badly frightened. Helt, who lived 
acrosB the street, heard the calls for assist­ 
ance, arose from his bed, took a single-bar­ 
reled shotgun loaded with dnck shot, a pistol 
and a knife, and went to the assistance of the 
women. Scanlan made for Helt, and the 
latter told Scanlan not to approach nearer, or 
he would shoot. Helt warnei him twice to 
keep away, but Scanlan paid no attention to 
he warning, and when he approached close 
Helt fired, sending the contents of the gun 
in the lower part of Scanlan’s stomach. The 
latter fell to the ground heavily, and die ! in 
a short time without speaking a word. Helt 
surrendered himself. 
The icquest over 
Scanlan’s body was held to-day, and the jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that the de­ 
ceased came to his death ty a gunshot wound 
inflicted by Jas. Helt, and that the killing 
was justifiable. A charge of manslaughter 
was entered against Helt this afternoon, and 
he was admitted to bail in the sum of 85,000. 
He gave the bond, and is at liberty. Popular 
sentiment is strongly in favor of Helt.

S tockton, February 22d.—To-day the 
Prohibitionists held a County Convention, 
and elected eleven delegates to the State 
Convention, to be held April 17th in San 
Francisco.

P o rtla n d . February 22d.—A heavy warm 
rain is prevailing.

Washington's birthday is being generally 
observed, and business in some portions of 
the city is suspended. Tne flags of ail na­ 
tions are displayed over the city and by the 
shipping. There was a procession this after­ 
noon by the military orgsniz itinns. 
The Pioneer Association of Oregon held a 
meeting in Salem yesterday, and determined 
to hold their twelfth annual reunion at the 
State Fair Ground on Jnne 15th. 
The lower Columbia is now comparatively 
free from ice, and steamers on both river and 
ocean make trips without difficulty. 
The State Temperance Alliance is still in 
session here. The attendance is very large, 
and much interest Í3 manifested. 
After deliberatiug about three hours, the 
jury in the case of J. W. Murray, the asear- 
sin, returned a verdict of murder i i the first 
degree. The verdict gives general satisfac­ 
tion. 
Sentence of Death lo be Passed— Suicide. 
P o rtla n d , February 221.—Judge Smith, 
in the State Circuit Court, wil1 pass sentence 
of death on J. W. Murray, the assassin, on 
Wednesday. Murray has endeavored to ob­ 
tain poison, and failing, tried to borrow a 
knife. He evidently proposes to commit sui­ 
cide if possible. He is very closely guarded 
and constantly watched. 
To-day the body of Henry Hack was found 
hanging from the limb of a tree a few miles 
from Hood river, Or. The body was in a 
dense forest, on the side of a steep cany n. 
It was first discovered by an Indiar, who 
brought the news. Hsck disspuesred sud­ 
denly abnnt six weeks ago, and could not be 
found. He had much domestic trouble, and 
circumstances leave no doubt that he com­ 
mitted suicide. 
Suicide of an Old Citizen -Store Burned 
—Chinese M urderer Captured. 
P o rtla n d , February 221.—L. D. Dnrgin, 
an old citizen of Waohington Territory, com­ 
mitted suicide at Puyallup yesterday, by 
stabbing himself to the heart with a pair of 
sharp shears. Deceased was aged 58 years, 
and was an old-time prominent business man 
of Olympia. He had been drinking very 
heavily of late, and in an ineaue frenzy com­ 
mitted the deed. 
Yesterday the store belonging to Henry 
Clifford was totally destroyed by fire. The 
loss will reach about 88,000 ; insurance, 85 - 
000. About SI,200 worth of stock war saved 
from the burning building. 
Soon Lee, the Chinaman who most brutally 
murdered his Celestial mistress at Pendleton, 
Or., some days ago, was arrested to-day in 
Milton. He was taken back to Pendleton, 
and is now in jail. There is no doubt as to 
the identity of the murderer.

DETERIORATION OF SIGHT. 


ARIZONA. 
One of the Blsbce M urderers Lyuelied. 
Tom bstone, February 221. — Yesterday 
morning John H-ith was sentenced to im­ 
prisonment for life for complicity in the Bo­ 
bee murder. About ten minutes since hie 
body was cut down from a telegraph pole at 
the eoge of towD, and is now at the Morgue 
awaiting the Coroner’s inquest. Shortly be­ 
fore 8 o’clock this morning about 100 men, 
principally miners from the Contention and 
Grand Central mines, which had been shut 
down, went to the Court-house, and, select­ 
ing seven of their number from Biobee, they 
went to the door leading to tin jail and 
rapped for admittance. Tt.e remainder of 
the crowd stayed outside. It was about an 
hour before breakfast is brought to the prison­ 
ers, and jailer Billy Ward, thinking it was 
the man with the food, openpd the door 
without looking to see who his visitors were. 
Instantly he was covered by weapons and a 
demand made on him f ir the keys of the jiil. 
Seeing that resistance was useless, he quickly 
gave them up, and the party proceeded to 
Heith'a cell, and, nr shackling him, brought 
him into the corridor of the jail. It was 
their first intention to hang him to the bains- 
ter of the stairs leading to the second story, 
but this plan was abandoned, nod the crowd 
started for the telegraph line at the lower 
edge of town. At the door of the Court­ 
house they were met by Sheriff Ward, who, 
throwing tip his hands, exclaimed with a 
show of an hority, "Scop this! You have 
got to stop this right here.” Before he could 
realize what had happened he was picked up 
and tossed down the step?,- and the crowd 
proceeded with the prisoner down Tonghnut 
street until reaching the place selected for 
the execution. The trip from the jail to the 
i> int mentioned was made on a run, 
Heitli keeping in the lead. Arriving 
at the place, Keith pulled a hand­ 
kerchief from his pocket and said, “ Boys, 
you are hanging an innocent man, and von 
will find it ont before these other men [re­ 
ferring to Dowd and his pals, sentenced to be 
hanged on the 28lh of March], are bnng. 
Tie this handkerchief over my eyes. I am 
not afraid to die. I have one favor to ask— 
that yon will not mutilate my body by shoot­ 
ing it after I am huog." His eyes were 
bandaged as desired, and in a moment bis 
body was dangling at the end of the rope 
from the cross arm of > telegraph pole. 
Heith throughout showed great nerve, and 
had it not 1 e n for the absolute certainty of 
his guilt his lite would probably have been 
spared. No attempt was made to molest 
either prisoner under sentence of death, the 
community waiting to see them legally exe­ 
cuted. If not disposed of in this way, they 
will follow the same road just traveled by 
Heith.

The causes to which this deterioration of 
eyesight has been attributed are alleged to 
be cross lights from opposite windows, 
light shining directly on the face, insuf­ 
ficient bght, Email types, and to the posi­ 
tion of the desk, forcing the scholar to 
bend over and bring the eyes too close to 
the book or writing-paper, etc. 
But were 
all these defects remedied, the integrity of 
the eye would not be restored nor its de­ 
terioration prevented, for there in another 
great cause of this trouble—the colors of 
cur paper ana ink. 
W hite paper and 
black ink are ruining the eyesight of all 
reading nations. The “ rays of the sun,” 
says Lord Bacon, “ are reflected by a white 
body, and are absorbed by a black one.” 
No one dissents from this opinion ; but, 
despite these indications cf nature and of 
philosophy, we print our books and write 
our letters in direct opposition to the sug­ 
gestions of optical Bcience. 
When we 
read a book printed in the existing mode 
we do not see the letters, which, being 
black, are non-reflective. The shapes reach 
the retina, but they are not received by a 
spontaneous, directactionofthat crgaa. The 
white surface of the paper is reflected, but 
the letters are detected only by a discrim­ 
inative effort of the optic nerves. Thia 
effort annoys the nerves, and, when long 
continued, exhausts their susceptibility; 
the human eye cannot long sustain the 
broad glare of a white surface without in­ 
jury. The author of “ Spanish Yieta%',’ in 
Harper's Mayazine, says of Cartegena, 
that “ blind people seem to be numerous 
there ; a fact which may be owing to the 
excessive dazzle of the sunlight and the 
absence of verdure.” Mr. Seward, in his 
tour around the world, observed that “ in 
Egypt ophthalmia is universal,” attribut­ 
ing it t.o the same “ excessive dazzle ” of 
the wide areas of white sand ; and the 
British soldiers in the late campaign in that 
country exhibited symptoms of the same 
disease. In the Smithsonia i Report for 
1S77, it is Btated in a paper on “ color 
blindness," that “ M. Chevreul has pro­ 
duced 14,420 distinguishable tints of the 
elementary colors, from which the paper 
manufacturers could select colors more 
agreeable to the eye than the dazzling 
white, bo weakening and lacerating to the 
nervee of that delicate organ.”—[Popular 
Science Monthly. 


A n o th e r G iio st S tory- —The Chico 
Record of February 19th says : 
Sam Knott, who sleeps on a cot in the 
Marshal’s office at the City Hall, had a 
thrilling experience the other night, and 
aroused everybody in the neighborhood by 
shrieks of “ murder,” “help,” et:. Several 
people rushed into the hall, and found 
Knott prostrated and trembling from ner­ 
vous excitement. It was some time before 
he could speak, when he said a ghost had 
made its appearance in the room. He gave 
a minute description of the ghost, which 
taliied exactly with the clothing and ap­ 
pearance of Herman Schmidt, who was 
recently executed at Orovil'e, for wife- 
murder, and who had frequently been in 
the room while confined in this city. 
Knott saya the ghost suddenly appeared 
b;fore him, with his right band raised, as 
if in the act of swearing. Its neck was 
broken, and its head dropping over one 
shoulder. The ghost stared at Knott with 
glassy eyes a short time, and then slowly 
receded through the walls of the room. 
The case is remarkable, from the fact that 
Knott never saw Schmidt. The wife-mur- 
derer was often heard to remark that be 
would come back to this world and cause 
trouble. His spirit must have been prowl­ 
ing around again last night, for a China­ 
man locked up in the city prison bad his 
senseB nearly chased out of him by an ap- 
paratioa in white, followed by the crank­ 
ing of chains, and the extinguishing of the 
gas in the corridor of the prison. 


A N ew E n a m e llin g P ro cess — A patent 
has been taken out in Germany for a new 
process of enamelling certain articles. The 
glass, terra-cotta, stoneware, porcelain or 
similar article, is covered with a film capa­ 
ble of conducting electricity, by painting 
the article with a solution cf chloride of 
platinum or nitrate of sriver and burning 
this in, and then decorating as desired 
with enamel. This is burned in, and the 
article is afterwards covered electrolyti- 
cally with the metal. The galvanic coat­ 
ing does not adhere to the enamel, and 
very varied effects can be produced by 
gilding, silvering, coloring, polishing, pla­ 
tinizing, etc., the metallic surfaces of the 
articles.—[Scientific Press.

The R em ains of De Long and Comrades. 
N ew Y ork, February 22d.—This moratDg 
the remains of De Long and comrades were 
taken from the Broadway navy yard by the 
tug Nisa to the Battery, where the bodies 
were place 1 in hearses and the procession was 
formed. The procession consisted of naval 
officers acd band, a battalion of marines, car­ 
riages containing survivors of the expedition, 
several regiments of militia, a battalion of 
regular troops, carriages containing invited 
guests and various civic societies. Amotg 
the prominent people in carriages were Sena­ 
tor Warner Miller, Chief of the Naval Bu­ 
reau, Maj r-General Hancock, Secretary of 
War Lincoln, tbo Russian Minister and Con­ 
sul-General, Postmaster-General Gresham, 
Secretary Chandler and Commodore Upsheer 
of the navy, and Mayors Edison and Low. 
The procession tiled up Broadway and across 
the Brooklyn bridge to tbe navy yard, where 
the bodies will lie in state to-day. Tbe day 
was observed by a general suepen-ion of busi­ 
ness and by flying fl»ge in tbe harbor and city 
at half mss'. 
The b dy of Collins was ’ater taken to the 
armory nf the Sixty-ninth Regiment, in this 
city. To-morr -w morning a mass of requiem 
will take place in the Cathedral, after which 
the body will be placed on board the steam­ 
ship City of Chicago acd taken to Ireland. 
Toe o’hsr bodies will be taken to the Church 
of the Holy Trinity in this city to-morrow, 
where services will be held. This is the 
church that Mrs. De Long attend*. After 
the ceremonies the body of Dr. Ambler will 
be sent to Alexandria, Va., that of seaman 
Boyd to Philadelphia, and those of Lieuten­ 
ant Commander De Long and others to 
Woidlawn Cemetery. 
P hiladelphia, February 22d.—The body 
of seaman Boyd, of the Jeannette, was ex­ 
pected here to-day, and great crowds gath­ 
ered at tbe cepot. Notwithstanding the ab­ 
sence of the body, funeral servicss were held 
in the Collegiate Preebyterian Church, which 
was thronged with people. The funeral pro­ 
cession took place later, 
The Northern Pacific. 
New Y ork, February 22 J.—The Directors 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad met yester­ 
day. The chief business discuseed was in re­ 
lation to the work on Cascade divieiou, from 
Wallula to Tacoma. A number of bids for 
contracts for building various portions of the 
line were received, but were not acted upon. 
The contractors on the eastern esd were re­ 
ported at work grading, and when spring 
opens the work will be pushed rapidly. 
About twenty-four miles of the road west 
from Wallula, which has been built for some 
time, has been accepted by the company. 
The division will be completed some time 
next year. Only about 190 miles remain to 
be graded, and most of the time necessary 
for the completion of the road will be taken 
up in cutting several tunnels. Improvements 
are going on rapidly at Taoma, Tbe com­ 
mittee of Directors on the Oreeon Naviga­ 
tion leoss could not report. A thorough ex­ 
amination of the Oregon property is under 
way by an expert, who will not he able to 
give the result of his investigation fir sev­ 
eral weeks. It is believed the Directors will 
be willing to lesss the property on a ruaran- 
tee of 8 per cent, and Northern Pacific people 
are willing to giveBix. 
Henry Vdlard, late President of the 
Northern Pacific, made his first appearance 
at the company* office Ur <everal weeks, at 
the meeting of Dir c' rs of tbe St. Paul and 
Northern Pauifin Company on Monday. He 
was haggard, and said hi» health was not re­ 
stored by any means.

Suicide of the Author of the “ Passion 
P la y .” 
N ew Y ork, February 22J.—The body cf a 
man found in the Hudson river to-day at the 
foot of Eighty-eighth street, has been fully 
identified as that of Salmi Morse, author of 
the “ Passion Play.” When found the body 
was stili warm, and, it is thought, had been 
in the water less than an hour. His silk hat, 
in which was a tract enti.ied “ God Loves 
You,” was found on the railroad track near 
tho place. The couclnsion of the police is 
that the case is cae of deliberate suicide. As 
it was learned that Moise was seen last at the 
Cosmopolitan Theater at 10 o’clock last 
night, it is supposed that he went immedi­ 


ately to the spot «here h ; was found. The 
shore is Very rocky in the vicinity, 
and the water shallow. 
Tnere were 
no marks cf violence upon tbe body, with 
the exception of a few scratches upon the 
face, which were probably caused by the rocks 
among which bis bsdy was floating when 
found by a fligmin of the Hudson River 
Railroad. The papers found in his possession 
relate chiefly to the management of the Cos­ 
mopolitan Theater, at Broadway and Forty- 
first street, where the plav entitled “ On the 
Yellowstone,” of which Morse is said to be 
the author, is being produced. They included 
a number of receipted bilis, and requests for 
free tickets aud the like. Nothing was found 
upon him which would indicate a motive h r 
his deed. It ie thought that he may have 
been suffering from temporary insanity at tbe 
time, and have fallen into the river by acci­ 
dent while wandering about iu that condition. 
Morse was 5S years old, and a native of Ger­ 
many. He was unmarried, and has only one 
relative living in this city, a sister, who has 
taken charge of his body. 
A M enaced Clly. 
C airo (IU.), February 221.—At Mound 
City two or three small slides occurred during 
the night, and a vary large one thia morning, 
the latter on the back levee north of town, 
which threatened to inundate the city. A 
train of dirt acd rock was sent by the Wa­ 
bash road, acd it is said that it will take the 
united rff rts of the citizens aud the railroad 
to save the city.

C incinnati, February 22d.—An examina­ 
tion of the bodies of the Taylor family, found 
in the Ohio Medical College, mentioned iu 
last night’s dispatches, shows that all three 
had been murdered, all the bodies showing 
unmistakable signs of violence. The skulls 
of Taylor and wife were fractured. Whether 
the family were murdered for money or the 
dissecting table is not known, hut the general 
belief is that they were killed for the latter 
purpose. The house where Taylor lived was 
iu a desolate spot, half a mile from a neigh­ 
bor. 
Alien Ingalls, Jeff. Lout. Richard In­ 
galls aud Ben. Johnson, all colored, residing 
in the vicinity of the murder, have been ar­ 
rested, suspected of being the perpetrators cf 
the crime,

C incinnati, February 22.1.—Richard In­ 
galls, one of the men arrested for the murder 
of tbe Taylor family, at Avondale, where the 
bodies were found io a medical college, made 
a statement to-night, to the effect that John 
Harris engaged him to aesist in taking the 
bodies to the medical c.-liege. They met 
later, and shortly after a man with a 
wagon 
came 
along. 
They drove a 
short distance, when Harris pointed out 
the bodies in a fence corner, in sacks. As 
soon as they were loaded, all started 
back to ths city, but Harris stopped the 
wagon, and was gone half an honr. He came 
back running. The cabin on tire was then 
seen. They drove to the college, delivered 
the bodies and got their pay. Taylor, the 
murdered man, was formerly a resurrection­ 
ist, aud Ingalls wss his partner, 
Tlte M ississippi Inquiry. 
N ew O rle an s February 22d.—Iu the Co- 
piait county (Miss ) inquiry to-day, J. H. 
Thompson testified that four or five years 
ago efforts were made to run the present 
Matthews’ father out of Copiah county on a 
charge of harboring a horse-thief. Consid­ 
ered J. P. Matthews one of tbe worst ene- 
mivs of the per p'e cf the county. He stirred 
up strife between the whites and colored peo­ 
ple. Witness heard many rumors why Tom 
Wallace was killed—one to the effect that he 
stole s.ed cotton and sold ittoR ss Matthews. 
The IVnu-ylvanla Collier) Disaster 
U niontow n (Pa.), February 22d.—The 
funeral of tba v citaos of the explosion at 
West LeLenriog took place this morning. A 
special train raa out to the shaft from Union- 
towa and returned wDh the bodies aod 
friends at 9 o’clock. Four cars were tilled 
with friends »r,d relatives of the dead, and 
the scene was sad iu the extreme. Three of 
the victims were interred here, eix at Dun­ 
bar, seven at Concellsville and two have been 
sent to Washington. 
There were large 
crowds at each place to the special services. 
Among the miners a revulsion of sentiment 
has taken place in the last twenty-four hours, 
aud the talk of the explosion being due to 
negligence is now widespread. Tho feeling 
is very bitter, and one miner has retained an 
attorney to attend the inquest to-morrow and 
exact the truth from witnesses concerning the 
condition of the shaft. The miners are will­ 
ing to affirm thst the air has been bad for a 
week hack, and that they could not work 
without cúmplete exhaustion. One miner 
who worked in room six, right in the midst 
of the place charred by the explosion, refused 
to work on the morning of the disaster, be­ 
cause, he said, no man could live in the place. 
A committee of inquiry, representing the 
stfi cted families, has been organized to gather 
information to present before the Coroner’s 
jury. 
Dram atic Scene In Court. 
L an c aste r (Pa.), February 221,—Thomas 
Baney, aged 45 years, and his eon Adam, 
aged 20, were taken from the Lancaster 
county prison to-day for a hearing before 
Justice Eogeles, at Mount Nebo, fifteen 
miles south of Lancaster.

Im ita tin g Spoken L a n g u a g e —At a 
meeting of the College of Physicians last 
week, says the Philadelphia Record, Prof. 
Harrison Allen, of th¡3 city, showed a new 
and very interesting discovery by which 
spoken language can be represented by a 
series of curved lines on a receiving surf­ 
ace compoeed cf white paper coated with 
soot. The experiments, which were orig­ 
inated by Professor Allen from observa­ 
tions which he had made through watching 
the movements of the soft palate when con­ 
ducting experiments connected with the 
human throat, are made with an instni- 
m int designed by the Professor, and which 
is very simple and easy of operation. By 
means of this device he is enabled to regis­ 
ter upon the surface of the sooted paper 
the lines and curves that represent the va­ 
rious phonetic sounds of the human voice. 
His observations have proved that the dis- 
eovery will undoubtedly be of great im­ 
portance in diagnosing cases of tbe diseases 
of the palate, iu the study of stammering, 
and in the comparative study of the hn- 
guages of civilized nations with those of 
the most primitive races. Professor Allen 
has already shown that many of the sounds 
which have loDg been considered by elocu­ 
tionists to be formed by the direct action 
of the lips, the teeth or the tongue are in 
reality formed by the action of the palate.

Tno Unii^d States Congress was ill-advised 
in sending tho ristlulion, aud Bismarck was 
ungracious in returning it. Granting, how­ 
ever, that. Bismarck wss right iu refusing to 
praise Herr Lasker, his organs are wrong iu 
reviling Minister Sargent. The latter was 
only obcviug his G ivernment, and thia is no 
reason why he should be held up, iu defiance 
of international courtesy aud almost interna­ 
tional law, to the contempt cf the German 
people. It is said that Sargent is hardly 
careful enough nf forms sod ceremonies to 
please a court so formal as Berlin, but a worse 
moment then to try and mince him to re­ 
siga could itardiy have been chosen than at 
present, when his resignation would still fur­ 
ther strain the relations between ewe eouaw 
tries which ought to he on excellent terms. 
Defeat of Farnell'* Am endm ent. 
London, February 22d.—Parnell’s amend­ 
ment, condemning tbe Government’s policy 
ia Ireland, waa defeated in the House ot 
Commons this evening. O’Donoghue (Lib­ 
eral) cet.sured the Parnellite», and accused 
Parnell of having humbugged and gammoned 
the Irishmen with promises which were never 
realized. It was by such means, ho said, 
that the Parnellites had obtained power. Al- 
th ugh he had separated himself from the 
I’arneliitcs, he denied that Le bad changed 
his political opinions. O’Donoghue vindi­ 
cated the action of the Government in Ire­ 
land. After Parnell’s amendment had been 
rejected—81 to 30—tbe address passed. 
Speaker Brand announced hi* resignation. 
He said he should bare wished to die in the 
service of the House, but that body had a 
right to expect his full services, which hia 
health forbade. Tho Speaker was greeted 
with cheers, acd appeared deeply moved.

He took a lively interest in the question, and 
felt flattered at being sppoln’ed a member of 
ths Commiei-ioD, Tne subject was not totally 
unknown to him Nona could say the labor­ 
ers upon his Norfolk estites were badly 
housed. The Prince's speech was received 
with cheers. The Suez Canal.

Even the 
big London newspapers are aroused, and 
anything th at awakens these from their 
lethargy m ust be a sensation indeed. 
The 
D aily Telegraph sent a representative yes­ 
terday to interview “ Buddha’s” attendant 
in his native tongue. 
All readers will be 
interested in w hat passed, and lest it 
should not come under your notice in any 
other way, I will introduce this conversa­ 
tion into ir v le tte r: 
“ W ell, B adhi,” said I, “ how does his 
Lordship like it ? ’ 
Suddenly hearing his own language the 
atten d an t’s face gladdened. 
“ You are 
th e first we have found y e t,” said Mr. 
Davis, M r. Barnum ’s chief representative 
here, “ who can speak to the m an.” 
“ Is he quite well?” I continued. 
“ H is heart is filled w ith delight,” said 
Kadhi ; “ see, he is playing with Mb food.” 
“ W nat kind of a tem per has he?” 
“ A tem per of sugar plums, a disposition 
of oil. 
There is not a bad thought in him .” 
“ W ill he let strangers touch him ?’ 
" W h y should he have any cause to 
fear?” 
“ None w hatever,” I said ; “ the fear is 
all on my side.” 
" W hat ! afraid of m yelepbant? 
He is 
all sw eetmeats." 
“ Does he sleep well ?” 
“ He was nervous last night and asked 
for me often.

“ Shall I get my pay h e re ? ” he 
asked. 
“ Of course you will. 
This Sahib here 
(Mr. Davis) has the heart of a father and 
m other tow ards you. 
His integrity shines 
like the sun.” 
“ I t is all down in w riting,” said Radhi. 
" T h e Sahibs wrote it all down in Moulu- 
rein upon a piece of, paper, w ith ink, and 
stam ped it, promising me th at 1 should 
have fifty rupees a month, and engaging 
me for a year. 
Do you think the contract 
is eolid ? ” 
“ U ndoubtedly,” I replied ; “ you know 
th a t no Sahib ever broke his word—don’t 
you ? ” 
“ Your honor is right.” 
“ W ell, those three Sahibs here, though 
thev are not Eoglishmen, are the kindred 
of Englishmen, and when you go to their 
country w ith Buddha you will not be able 
to tell the difference between the tw o na­ 
tions, and you will find them keep to the 
letter of their contract w ith you.” 
“ Your slave has another petition to 
m ake,” continued Radhi. “ I have no rice. 
T hey give me more than I can eat of their 
own food— meat and bread and vegetables, 
and tea and coffee.

A t the word B alaam , Radhi turned to 
th e elephant, pu t his two hands together, 
and bowed reverentially tow ard the great 
beast. 
“ T hat is how it is done,” said he ; “ aDd 
when he was coming from the palace of 
the King of Burmah all the people cried 
Out to him ‘Salaam ! Kaia of Raias !’ and 
salaamed to him .”

And so we left them , adds the inter­ 
view er ; Iludhi much comforted as to his 
pay and rice ; Buddha as loftily uncon­ 
cerned as usual. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE SACRED 
MAMMOTH. 
Before dismissing this 
sacred beast, 
which, from having been the ruling sensa­ 
tion of the day in England, will go in a 
few m onths, to exhibit his parts on your 
side of the A tlantic, I will give your read­ 
ers a few items of information in regard 
to him. 
He is a smaller elephant than 
Jum bo— does not stand so high by at least 
four feet, and is altogether less imposing in 
appearance.

lu color, 
Buddha is a little disappointing. 
Looked 
at from most standpoints, his hue is that 
of 
an ordinary elephant—a trifle more 
gray, perhaps, than the usual tone, b et 
not so much so as to call for remark. 
W hen, however, you look him full in the 
face, the aspect changes. 
On the forehead 
there is a large patch of pinkish w hite, the 
tru n k is partially blanched, the ears are 
m ottled and there are diecolorments also 


about the shoulders. 
Still the baast is 
w hat is called in the Eust a w hite ele­ 
phant, and the patches of paler skin, be 
they as infrequent as they may, are, in the 
estim ation of millions, the outw ard and 
visible sign of 
A DIVINE SANCTITY. 
Science tella ns th at this discoloration of 
the skin is a disease, something akin to 
leprosy. 
In the Government studs in In ­ 
dia are many elephants th at are stained 
w ith large pink blotches, while among the 
native Princes beasts w ith heads th at are 
altogether pink, or partB of whose bodies 
are similarly colored, are by no means un­ 
common. N ot being Buddhists the natives 
of India do not, of course, attach the same 
reverence to them as do the people of Siam 
and Burmah ; 
but, nevertheless, they are 
held in esteem. 
All over the E ast a phy­ 
sical misfortune is looked upon as a D.vine 
visitation, and the Albino elephant is con­ 
sidered a sacred beast on the same prin­ 
ciple th at those born idiots or hopeless 
cripples 
are 
called “ the children 
of 
H eaven.”

WITHOUT THE 
RAILROAD THE REGION 
IS 
ONLY A 
STERILE 
WASTE, 


[Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise.] 
W ere the owners of a block of land to 
give half of it to a capitalist, on condition 
th at a factory be erected by him on the 
lands thus given away, nobody would 
charge them with squandering their estate, 
W ere the aforesaid owners members of a 
joint stock cempany, each having an equal 
interest in the block, will anybody serious­ 
ly contend th at they would have a genuine 
grievance or such cause of complaint against 
their Board of Directors as to w arrant oust­ 
ing them from office ? 
There is but one 
answer. Instead of denouncing the D irect­ 
ors they would be most likely to commend 
them for exercising business prudence and 
sagacity ; for they would recognize th at 
half of their land had been more than 
doubled in value by the improvement 
erected on the adjoining half. 
The vacant 
land next the factory will certainly now 
possess some value, while possibly the 
whole block may have been utterly w orth­ 
less before. 
_ 
The fact is very well known th at land is 
constantly given away by individulas as 
well as by sm all communities, with pre­ 
cisely the same object—to enhance the 
value of the remainder. 
So there is really 
no gift or giving away involved in transac­ 
tions of this character, but merely an ex­ 
change of equivalents—a bargain in which 
each party believes it has secured an ad­ 
vantage. 
W hen we hear of the people of a 
wide-awake town raising means for the 
purchase of real estate which they propose 
to give away on condition th at a court­ 
house, college, asylum, manufactory, rail­ 
road shops or othei public or private insti­ 
tution be boated in their midst, we all 
know w hat it means. 
I t requires no 
very acute vision to see the string tied to 
every dollar throw n into the pool. 
Demagogues in the present Congress are 
howling for the wholesale forfeiture of rail­ 
road grants. 
Much of the olamor about 
restoring this land to the public domain 
has no rational basis, and much of it is pos­ 
itively dishonest. 
W heu the Government 
makes a land grant to promote ra l way 
construction it acts from precisely the 
same motive which impels an individual 
to give away half a worthless estate in or­ 
der th at the remainder may become valua­ 
ble. 
The Governm ent gives to the rail­ 
road builders only half the land along the 
line of the road, 
The grant includes only 
the alternate sections. 
The instant the 
grant is made the Governm ent doubles the 
price charged to settlers for its alternate 
sections along the railroad. 
The rate is 
raised from §1 25 to $2 50 an acre. 
A settler can get a homestead anywhere 
in the wilderness to-day for 81 25 an acre, 
but a farm unconnected with the iron high­ 
way to a m arket is about as unprofitable a 
thing as a man can well own. 
Build a 
railroad into the wilderness and the land 
at once acquires value. 
The Government, 
having worthless laud, invites capital to do 
the building. 
Toe inducem ent is a land 
grant. 
AloDg the line of the proposed 
road, w ithin a given area, there lies, say 
10,000,000 acres, which the Government 
will dispose of to settlers for 81 25 an acre, 
at which price it is worth §12.500,000 in 
the aggregate. But there are uo settlers or 
purchasers. 
W ithout a railroad the region 
is only a sterile waste. So the Government 
concludes to make a grant of 5 000,000 
acres to whoever will build the road 
through this wilderness, itself retaining 
the other 5,000,000 acres, to be disposed of 
at .§2 50 an acre. 
Should the Government 
sell its 5,000,000 acres (the alternate sec­ 
tions which it has reserved) at 82 50 an 
acre, it would realiza 812,500,000, exactly 
the sum it would have received for the 10,­ 
000,000 at §1 25 an acre. 
Now th at the 
railroad is built, the Government receives 
as much for 5,000,000 as it demanded be­ 
fore for 10,000,000 acres. 
W ho loses by this operation ? 
The rail­ 
road investors make a good turn, but who 
loses anything ? 
Certainly not the Gov­ 
ernm ent ; and by the Government let it be 
understood th at we mean the people. 
Toe 
agitition which alms at the forfeiture of 
the California and Oregon and the N o rth ­ 
ern Pacific land grants is w ithout excuse. 
It is carrying anti railroad feeling to un­ 
w arranted extremes. 
I t íb not so much a 
popular demand for land forfeiture as it is 
passionate clamor for land confiscation by 
communists and demagogues.

Comparatively tew journals in the State 
have expressed hostility to the petition of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company to be 
allowed to retain the land grant of their 
Oregon road, and they are the ones which 
have persistently howled in accord against 
any and all propositions looking to a jnst 
and fair treatm ent of th a t company. 
As a 
rule, the press of the Sacramento valley 
and of the counties north of Shasta have— 
w ithout regard to their relations w ith the 
railroads—expressed the hope th at the bill 
now before Congress declaring th at grant 
forfeited will be defeated. 
As a fair in­ 
stance of the feeliDg in this valley, we 
quote from the Red Bluff Sentinel, whose 
editor has often fought the Central Pacific 
people w ith energy. 
T hat paper says : 
“ Should Congress pass the bill reported 
¡ by the committee of the lower House, de­ 
claring the lands forfeited th at were granted 
to the California and Oregon Railroad 
Company, and thereby stop the work of 
construction, finally resulting in the aban­ 
donm ent of the enterprise, what, we will 
ask the Redding Free Pre■#•<, would be the 
cash value of unimproved lands in Shasta 
county north of the present term inus ? 
Furthermore, it will be well for the press 
and people of Shasta county to bear in 
mind that upon the completion of the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon Railway to the State 
line, thousands of acres th at were w orth­ 
less before the extension was commenced 
have become very valuable, and will ult - 
mately increase in valuation to the extent 
¡ that the revenue from taxes will, in about 
tw enty years, wipe out Shasta county’s 
j large debt.” 
This extract from an extended editorial 
j on the subject suggests one very im portant 
i consideration. 
Several thousand immi- 
j grants have w ithin the last two or three 
years taken uplands and established homes 
in the northern part of tho State on the 
strength of the promised railroad extension 
in th at direction. 
W ithout some hope for 
such mode of communication with the out­ 
side world, there would be little induce­ 
m ent for anybody to remain in those wil Is. 
Every resident of the State íb , therefore, 
interested in having the road completed to 
Oregon, in order th at these new settlers 
may be ret lined. 
The lands comprised in 
this grant would remain unsettled for 
many decades were it not for the faet that 
the railroad was being pushed toward them. 
Hotter far for the Governm ent—better for 
this State, and all concerned in a rapid set­ 
tlem ent of the country-—th at the railroad 
should have a portion of the land, if there­ 
by it causes the rem ainder to become the 
homes of a th rifty population. 
Those in 
California who oppose the relinquishm ent 
of th at grant by the Government are work - 
ing against the best interests of the coun­ 
try and the State, besides doing a gross in­ 
justice to thousands of sturdy pioneers 
who have been induced to settle in th at 
section by the various immigration socie­ 
ties, which have all acted in good faith. 
Should these people be cut off from civili­ 
zation and deprived of a m arket for the 
products of their labor, simply to gratify 
a few bigoted and prejudiced persons in and 
out of Congress ? 
Common sense and 
justice say to the contrary.

WISE MEN WILL NOT BE FRIGHTENBD. 


DEMOCRATIC 
PAPERS 
OPPOSE 
THE 
FORFEITURE. 


[Oakland Vidette.] 
I t may be th at in the future we can get 
all the railroads we w ant w ithout any 
help by coin or land. 
B ut one thing is 
very certain, we should not have any of 
those now in operation hut for th at help. 
The people of Lake county want a railroad 
and are willing to pay anybody who will 
build one for them coosiderablo money. 
But some people pretend to think it would 
be very wicked to subsidize a railroad. 
Some see great evils in the aggregation of 
capital sufficient to build a railroad of any 
dimensions. 
They stand in holy horror of 
corporations, for fear they will w ant more 
than their share of the profits of any busi­ 
ness they may do. 
Tney seem to suppose 
the co-operation of three or four men in 
any work changes their nature, makes 
them greedy and heartless. 
This is spe­ 
cially true of corporations held by politi­ 
cal opponents, or in which they have no 
interest. 
Still it will be true to the end 
of time, th at clear-headed men aggregate 
capital, 
form corporations, receive help 
from others and work vigorously to pro­ 
mote the general welfare by great enter­ 
prises. 
And wise men will not be fright­ 
ened ont of their propriety by any of 
these things any moro than they will by 
the howling of agrarians and demagogues. 
M utual helpfulness will still live to bleBB 
m ankind when these tcreechers are dead. 


I t seems th at the idea of constructing 
the long-thonght-of canal which is to con­ 
nect the Baltic and the N orth Sea has at 
length assumed definite shape. 
Bismarok 
has reoonsidered his former objections, 
and a bill for powers necessary to execute 
the work will be considered by the Reichs­ 
tag during the present session.

The Democratic papers generally, after 
making a great howl for buncombs in re ­ 
gard to forfeiture of railruad grants, are 
the first to oppose such forfeiture, when 
capitalists reíase to invest their money in 
building railroads. 
They made a cayote 
yell while Republicans were in power for 
failing to reduce the rates to three cents 
per mile, w ith tw o out of the three R ail­ 
road Commissioners Democrats, and now 
w ith the Board all Democrats, no such re­ 
daction has been made. 
Railroads are 
necessary for the prosperity and develop­ 
m ent of the country, and when men invest 
their capital in such enterprises, they 
should be allowed a reasonable chance to 
gain some profit, in place of being made 
bankrupt, as the moneyed men will be who 
invested capital in the California and Ore­ 
gon Railroad and the N orthern Pacific, if 
deprived of the land. 
If the people were secure against a com­ 
bination or pooling of the different com­ 
panies, to keep up rates, there would not 
be so much desire to forfeit the land 
grantB heretofore extended. 
I t would be 
a good thing for the country to aid liberally 
any competing line, and this was the view 
taken by many in giviDg such a liberal 
donation to the N orthern Pacific and the 
A tlantic and Pacific, towards having a 
num ber of competing lines to open up the 
country between, now of little value, with 
the additional benefit of cheapening the 
through traffic. 
No doubt if the stockholders of the 
N orthern Pacific and Oregon roads are 
bankrupted, th at rich capitalists will se­ 
cure the road and make a close corporation 
w ith the other overland routes. 
This com­ 
bination would not be so bad, if an inter­ 
state measure for uniform rates in every 
State, like the bill offered by Reagan of 
Texas, could be adopted. 
Such a bill, 
however, has no chance of success, as it is 
opposed by Democratic members in Con­ 
gress, to a great extent, and also by the 
business men, probably on the ground th at 
while it m ight do on some roads it would 
prove disastrous to others haviüg a small 
am ount of business. Ou the main tru n k road9 
generally throughout the country, where 
the business is extensive, fares are gen­ 
erally quite low, where there are compet­ 
ing lines w ithin a short distance ; but the 
Bmall feeders throughout 
the country, 
aggregating several hundred thousands of 
miles, could probably not be run and pay 
expenses on a general rats for the entire 
country, which we suppose to be the cause 
of opposition to the Reagan bill.

HONORABLE 
PROPOSAL. 


[Yreka Union, February 14th.] 
The Pacific railroad companies are en­ 
deavoring to secure an extension of time 
for the construction of uncompleted roads, 
and the m atter has been presented before 
CoDgress. 
Their tim e has already expired, 
and the House Committee have agreed to 
declare the lands forfeited. 
In some sec­ 
tions of the Pacific slope there are very 
poor inducem ents for a railroad unless it 
secures a land grant. 
Take our own sec­ 
tion, for instance. 
The O. and C. and C. 
and C. railroad lines pass through a mono- 
tainots district, aud the land bordering is 
of scaicely any value except some th a t is 
covered w ith tim ber, and as it is not loca­ 
ted or settled upon the foreet fires during 
the summer m onths do twice as much 
damage as the woodman’s axe. 
Besides, 
there are vast tracts of barren land th a t is 
not suitable for any use whatever. 
If the 
companies secured a grant for the odd sec­ 
tions, they w ouli certainly obtain some 
valuable land, but thebulkof it is perfectly 
worthless, and will always remain so, unless 
the completion of the road would make it 
valuable, and if it Bhould have th at effect, 
it would likewise enhance the value of the 
even sections. 
The m atter as laid before 
Congress by the railroad people is just and 
reasonable, and is so looked upon by the 
people of the northern part of the State, 
who are sensible enough to recognize the 
fact th at the railroad will do us more good 
than the non-productive land which the 
company would come into possession of. 
They ask for more time, th at their land 
grant shall not bs declared forfeited, and 
th at a commission be appointed to ap­ 
praise all lands—improved and otherwise 
—and they will enter into an agreement to 
sell the land at not more than the appraised 
value. This would give the settler a chance 
to hold his land at rates as cheap as those 
of the Governm sntpaud the railroad would 
increase the value of his land double what 
he would pay in to the company, as im­ 
proved land would be appraised at the 
same price as unsettled land. 
In our esti­ 
mation it is the most boaorable proposal 
th at ever emanated w ith any railroad cor­ 
poration.

CONSTRUCTION 
VERY 
GREAT.

The papers in northern California are 
discussing the proposition before Congress 
to forfeit the land grant to the California 
and Oregon Railroad Company, and most 
of them oppose the measure. 
This road 
has been in operation as far as Redding, in 
Shasta county, for several years. 
From 
th at point to the Oregon line th e route is 
over a broken, mountainous country, and 
the expense of construction would bs very 
great. 
There has been some grading and 
tunneling done north of Redding, lately, 
bnt the company makes excuses for not 
prosecuting the work heretofore, and says 
the traffic of the country through which 
the road will pass will not justify it in 
building the road w ithout the land grant. 
The Colusa Sun has this to say concern­ 
ing the m atter: 
“ The land above the 
present term inus, tw enty miles beyond 
Redding, 
is 
not 
of 
much 
value, 
unless 
the 
road 
is 
built. 
I t is ad­ 
m itted to be the most difficult piece of 
road on the continent to build. 
The grant 
will give the company credit to build the 
road. 
I t is to the interest of California, 
and particularly of San Francisco, to have 
the road built now, and owned and con­ 
trolled by a company interested in making 
a business center around the bay. 
W ill 
the road bs built over this roagh country 
w ithout the credit given by the grant ? 
There is not enough business now, we 
opine, to justify the expenditure of the 
money necessary for its construction. 
\\ e 
do not stste it as a fact th at there íb not 
enough business; we do not know th at 
there will be a day’s delay in the construc­ 
tion by the California company if the grant 
should 
forfeited. 
W e do not know th at 
there is any dancer of the Oregon company 
buildi g on down and diverting trade from 
Calif o.nm th at a l o -a1 comp my would be 
intere ted in maintaining. 
W e a re uot in 
a position to give tr.is informa7i >n, but if 
we were a menib r of C '.mgteas from Cali­ 
fornia we would inquire into the interest 
of this State in th at behalf.”

P re tty bedroom curtains are made of a 
single w idth of crimson Ottoman cloth over 
a second pair made of antique lace. 
Fonlards, in gay jardiniere designs, sre 
imported for spring pohnaises, to be worn 
over skirts of silk and velvet in mono­ 
chrome. 
Serge, cashmere, and finest A ustrian 
wool dresses in pin-check patterns, w ith 
stripes of colored satin alternating, will be 
very fashionably worn this spring on the 
promenade. 
M any of these costumes will 
be formed entirely of the striped m aterial, 
while others will be made up in conjunc­ 
tion w ith one-colored fabrics ; the polonaise 
or waistcoat and panels being made of the 
latter material. 
B rilliant-hued arabesques, leaf designs, 
small flowers and vines, heraldic figures, 
and small fruits are now exhibited in new 
dress and cloak garnitures of plush and 
chenille.

Moat of these have supplemented 
pelerines which reach only half way be­ 
tween neck and waist, the shoulder pieces 
being set in rather high. 
There are some 
extremely long and tig h t jackets of black 
cloth, the lower edge of the skirt un­ 
trim m ed, a bisque bodice all round, or 
pointed, being sim ulated by means of a 
wide bias band of black velvet.

cent sets of furs are worn as trim m ings on 
the cover-all princesse-shaped wraps wnich, 
though still stylishly worn, are in their 
third season.

It 
will indefinitely postpone the work of con­ 
necting the two great agricultural States of 
Oregoo and California. 
This will result in 
retarding for years the settlem ent of some 
of the finest land the sun ever shone upon. 
The people most deeply interested, those 
living along the proposed line and those 
who expect to be benefited by the wealth 
of trade which would rush back and forth 
on the completion of the road, are firmly 
opposed to any action of Congress whereby 
this grant shall be declared forfeited—and 
they hope and tru st th at our Senators and 
Representatives will see tho m atter in its 
proper light.

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TEE GOVERNMENT WILL GAIN BY GIV­ 
ING THE L AND. 


[Kern County Californian. 1 
Bills are before Congress for the forfeit­ 
ure of all the railroad laud grants the 
terms of which have not been strictly com­ 
plied with. 
As far as our knowledge of 
the facts goes, and we claim to have given 
much attention to the subject, these billa, 
with one exception only, should pass. We 
refer to the grant of the Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia Railroad which is being earned as 
rapidly as possible. 
This is a road that is 
building northward to the Oregon line to 
meet, at that point, a road advancing from 
the opposite direction. 
When this connec­ 
tion is made it joins the California and Ore­ 
gon railroad systems, and the effect upon 
the interests of California in general and 
San Francisco in particular will be import­ 
ant. 
Tnis connecting link of road is not a 
long one, but the construction is the moBt 
difficult and costly that has yet been un­ 
dertaken by the railroad builders of this 
State. 
The question of the vacation of 
this grant assumes special importance in 
view of the fact that the forfeiture of the 
Texas Pacific and other land grants of the 
great railroad corporations, which appears 
inevitable, will so depress their securities, 
that, if the grant in question is also lost to 
them, work upon this important road must 
immediately cease for want of means, and 
it is not likely that work upon it can be 
again resumed for many years. 
W ith the 
grant, which becomes valuable as the road 
progresses, it can be completed. 
To un­ 
derstand its importance, directly and indi­ 
rectly, to all the interests of the State, it 
is only necessary to make a short study of 
a railroad map of the United States. 
If the Northern Pacific builds down to­ 
wards Redding, instead of to the State 
line only, as is now in contemplation, it 
will turn all the trade of northern Califor­ 
nia to Portland, and make northern Cali­ 
fornia tributary to that city. 
Under these 
circumstances it is certainly very desirable 
that the grant 11 the California and Oregon 
shall be perpetuated. 
It will confer upon 
the Government sections, within the grant­ 
ed limits, inore than three times the value 
they would otherwise have ; therefore in 
giving the railroad company the alternate 
sections the Government not only loses 
nothing, but gains fifty per cent, upon the 
intrinsic value of all land lying within the 
granted limits. 
There never was any good 
reason for building the road until the Ore­ 
gon company- would build down to the Cal­ 
ifornia line, and, as Huntington stated in 
one of his recently published interviews, 
this has occasioned the delay of our Cali­ 
fornia company. 
A road without through 
connections could not have earned any 
money, would be of small commercial 
value, and would have involved bank­ 
ruptcy to run it. 
Even 
now, 
with 
a through connection, 
the road 
will 
not pay except as operated in connection 
with the Central Pacific and as considered 
in the light of a defense against taking 
commercial territory from California and 
San Francisco. 
The Northern Pacific is 
building toward the State line, and will 
meet the California and Oregon at that 
point. 
In anticiparon of the construction 
of the road a great many enterprises have 
l>;en projected, such as the building of saw- 
milD, the establishment of stock and grain 
farms, the purchase of lands at greatly ad­ 
vanced prices, and other matters naturally 
anticipating the development which the 
construction of the road would confer upon 
the country. 
_ 
The houses of Congress are divided ; the 
lower house is Democratic, the upper Re­ 
publican. We have entered upon the Pres­ 
idential year; the spoils of office are in 
sig h t; the Democratic House will challenge 
the Republican Senate by restoring to the 
public domain the land grants of railroad 
companies. 
The Republican Senate will 
pass any bill the HouEe may send it, de­ 
termined that the Democratic House shall 
gain no advantage as an anti-railroad party, 
and in this attitude it will be difficult to 
get any serious attention to the real consid­ 
erations, commercial, equitable or other­ 
wise, of this subject, unless we awake to 
its special importance, and Congress is in­ 
fluenced by a favorable manifestation of 
public sentiment in this State. 
It is ev­ 
ident that the peipetuation of this grant 
will effect much immediate good, and it 
can neither injure the Governmentnor any 
private individual. 
Judging from the tone of the press in the 
northern part of the State, the people along 
the line of the California and Oregon un- 
derstaud the situation well ; they know 
the Government will lose nothing, but will 
gain much, by giving the land already 
granted to this road, 
Tney also know that 
the gift is directly and in a proper sense a 
gift to the people of the St*te of Califor­ 
nia. 
W ith the land grant the California 
and Oregon road will be able to borrow 
sufficient money to complete the line. 
W ithout it the road will not he constructed 
for many years and possibly never by a 
California company, which would manage 
the road in tne int;rest of the commerce 
of this State. 
If the Northern Pacific Bhould find it­ 
self at the State line without California 
connection», it would be under strong 
temptations to build into the northern 
couuties, because, by so doing, it would 
extend its commercial territory, and be so 
inclined by reason of the great value, to 
the whole line from St, Paul and Duluth 
to the Sound, the construction of the line 
into California would confer. 
This would 
be better, undoubtedly, than if no road 
were constructed. But much as they might 
desire to graap, for the benefit of Portland 
and cities on the Sound, and for their ter* 
ritory generally the commercial supremacy 
the completion by them of this connecting 
link would enable them to do, we do not 
believe they would find themselves finan­ 
cially able, any more than our California 
company, to undertake so costly a work 
to build to the present terminus, twenty 
miles north of Redding, 
The only point that can be made against 
the California and Oregon Company and in 
favor of vacating the grant, is the ques. 
tion of ‘ time. 
The Government said, in 
its offer of the land subsidy, that the road 
should be constructed within a specified 
time. 
It ia just as desirable the road 
should be built to-day as when the bill 
passed, and even more so. 
It was the mis­ 
fortune and not the fault of the California 
and Oregon that it did not completo the 
road within the time specified. 
But the 
reasons for continuing the grant are equal 
in cogency to those which influenced the 
Government to make the concession. 
Iu 
other word», if it was right to make the 
offer, if the subsidy was a defensible one, 
if the use made of the land in tha direc­ 
tion of developing the country was & justi­ 
fiable use, ill these arguments apply with 
equal and even greater force to the contin­ 
uance of the grant.

SATISFACTORY 
REASONS 
FOR FORMER 
DELAY 
IN CONSTRUCTION. 


[Correspondence Red Bluff Sentinel, February 4th ] 
S c o b ie v ille , Shasta county. 
E d i t o r S e n t i n e l : Everybody is on the 
rush, and in the intervals of tine weather 
work is prosecuted vigorously. 
Chinese 
are pouring in from Oregon, and William 
Farrell, Siaeon k Crocker’s agent for that 
purpose, is busy locating camping grounds 
for them, all abovo this place ; none are to 
go below Scobieville camp No. 3. 
Scobie’s 
outpost has moved up to Mosquito creek, 
forty miles above Redding, as also engineer 
Storey’s camp for cross section work. The 
track is laid up to the second crossing, and 
the construction train ran to that point for 
the first timo last Saturday, bringing ma­ 
terial for the bridge at that point, for rais­ 
ing which the false timbers are now in 
place. 
To-day the train brought goods for 
Sisson & Crocker. 
The graders are within a half mile of the 
Sacramento bridge, which has suddenly 
become a place of great business activity. 
The blasters—blast them, I say—are keep­ 
ing upa continual bombardment all around 
us aud for miles below, and the way they 
bring down the steep bluffs is a caution. 
The last big culvert south of Scobieville is 
commenced and it ia a tickler, situated as 
it is at the foot of a steep bluff ; with the 
water ruihing down, it ia pretty hard to 
dig for bedrock, and yet it must ha found 
before a stone can be laid. How the mate­ 
rial is to be got to it is a question yet to be 
decided. 
But it will come ; Scobie will 
manage that. 
Talk about war time ; it is 
nothing to dodging the rock from the blasts 
on each side of you while at work. 
Thr.e thousand Chinamen are expected 
from Oregon between now and spring. 
They are to be paid §30 a month and kept 
separate from the others. 
Mr. Scobie has six masons employed in 
tunnel No. 4, putting up stone framings 
for the boiler and engine work of a Bur­ 
leigh drill which is to bs operated there. 
Mr. Hicks, senior, late of your city, has 
located a homestead close to us—SO acres 
on each side of the river. 
I saw him to­ 
day with a Dew ax on his shoulder and 
wearing a new pair of overalls, going to do 
the first work on his location. 
Charles 
Cunningham, another Bluffite, has accepted 
the position of assistant to engineer Shaw, 
who ia employed surveying for tome cap­ 
italists in the vicinity of the head of Pit 
river,

[Petaluma Courier, February 6th. J 
About fifteen years ago Congress granted 
to tile above named coin panics 12.S00 acres 
of land per mile of road in alternate sec­ 
tions located on either side of said roads, 
in aid of their construction, from a point 
on the line of the Central Pacific Railroad 
to Portland, Oregon, the California and 
Oregon Company to build northward and 
the Oregon Central to build southward, 
each to meet the other at the State line, ao 
as to form a continuous line of railroad to 
Portland. 
The point of junction with the 
Central Pacific is at Roseville, about twen­ 
ty miles from Sacramento. 
The grant com­ 
mences twenty miles north of the junc­ 
tion. 
The road to Redding is located 
through the heart of the Sacramento val­ 
ley, which ends at Redding. 
Prior to the 
acquisition of the territory now comprising 
the State of California, large grants of land 
had been made by the Mexican Govern­ 
ment to private parties, comprising the 
larger and better portions of the valleys, 
which, under the treaty of 1848, the 
United States agreed to protect. 
Since the 
American occupation, and prior to the 
concession made by Congress to these 
railroad companies, under the pre-emp­ 
tion and homestead laws nearly all the 
valley and foothill lands were appropri­ 
ated so, that in order to obtain the amount 
of land granted in the concession, an ex­ 
tension of ten miles on either side of the 
twenty-mile limit was made as indemnity, 
for the loss of the valley lands, which had 
previously been granted and acquired by­ 
private parties. 
Tnis, of course, extended 
the limit into the mountain regions eo far 
as to make the value of the grant compara­ 
tively of little value, so far as the Califor­ 
nia and Oregon road is concerned, anless 
opened up to settlement by its completion. 
Notwithsta-ding this drawback, this com­ 
pany, with commendable enterprise, in the 
expectation of meeting the Oregon Central 
at the State line, prosecuted tie work and 
completed the road to Redding. The busi­ 
ness depression extending from 1ST— to 
1S78 caused the Oregon Central to suspend 
operations, and there appearing to be no 
prospect of their completing their portion 
of the road to meet the California company 
according to the terms of the grant, the 
latter, finding it very difficult to place its 
bonds, which were predicated upon the 
road and l»nd grant, without great sacri­ 
fice to the company’s interest, suspended 
the construction of its road beyond Red­ 
ding until such time as the Oregon company 
was in condition to commence the recon­ 
struction of its road with assurances of 
successful completion. 
This suspension 
of construction extended 
beyond 
the 
time 
stated 
in 
the 
concession. 
The difficulties between Redding and the 
Oregon line to be overcome are more for­ 
midable than any on the line of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific. 
Tee cost of construction will 
be very great and without the aid afforded 
by the land grant the disposal of the se­ 
curities for its completion will become 
more difficult. 
Therefore, viewing this 
question from a commercial and industrial 
standpoint, viewing it also in the light of 
a California enterprise, the benefits of 
which inuretothe tradeof this State, we feel 
inclined to ask the Pacific coast delegation 
to make an exception in favor of these two 
companies between Redding and Portland, 
who are prosecuting the work of their 
respective roads with energy aud skill. 
The non-action of Congress hitherto in not 
declaring the grants forfeited is very strong 
evidence of a recognition on its part of 
the great difficulties these compauies have 
had to contend with and of a willingness 
to exter-d the time for a completion of a 
through line 
to Portland. 
This 
fact 
should have weight also with the 
pres­ 
ent 
Congress 
in 
giving those 
com­ 
panies an extension of 
time for the 
completion of their difficult work, and 
the Pacific coast members will be fully 
smtained 
by the whole State if they 
ask to have these grants excepted from 
the general Act declaring the forfeiture of 
land grants to railroads. 
The non-action 
of Congress has been the mean- of crea'ing 
equities, which, under common isw prac­ 
tice, would make a strong case iu l-ehalf of 
these companies. Undvr aspecific c o n tra c t 
limited as to time, where tb e ie w ere no 
penal damages to accrue, a c o n tra c to r of 
the first part, if the second 'party doe.i not 
object, can prosecute to completion the 
work and collect the stipulated price 
ir 
the work done. 
The equities in this case 
present even a stronger claim to recogni­ 
tion on the part of the Government, as it 
loses nothing in any event, and if the roads 
are completed the value to the Government 
of the remainder of the land will be doubled 
and the facilities, for transportation will 
cause it to be occupied by a thrifty popu­ 
lation. 
There is another feature which we 
cannot ljBe sight of. 
It is a lamentable 
fact that the United Slates has no navy, 
aod four steam sloops of war could block 
ade the principal ports of our Pacific pos­ 
sessions indefinitely, W ithout a through line 
of railroad to Oregon and W ashingtm Ter­ 
ritory we would, so far as communication 
is concerned, be as remote from our north­ 
ern possessions as we were from the At­ 
lantic seaboard in 1802, when it became the 
all-absorbing question how to provide in­ 
land transportation to the Eastern States. 
In view of these considerations we feel 
justified in advocating the extension of time 
tor the completion of these two roads. 
There is not an industrial interest in the 
State that will not he benefited thereby. 
But, while we advocate the extension of 
time for their completion, we will also ad­ 
vocate the insertion of a clause in the bill 
that in case the roads are not compl ted so 
as to form a continuous through line to 
Portland within two years from date, then 
the grant, on the uncompleted portion, 
shall be forfeited and restored to the public 
domain without any further legislation by 
Congress. 
The completion of the great 
Northern Pacific Rai.road to the Pac fie 
ocean is another and most important fact 
in favor of the rapid c< nstruction of a 
through line of railroad from the great 
commercial emporium 
of California to 
Portland to maintain our present position 
in relation to the commerce of the world. 
The people of California will approve the 
action of Congress if it exempts from for­ 
feiture the grants to these two roads, be­ 
tween the two principal oommeroial ports 
of the Pacific slope.

to the State line as a terminus would yield 
no return. 
We stopped and waited, and 
when the sister company was able to go to 
work again, we got every man we oould 
raise and put him on cur line. 
The 100 
miles we built from Bedding to Mount 
Shasta was the most difficult work we have 
ever done, embracing heavy cuts, fills and 
tunnels. 
We have done the best we could, 
and there is no ground, equitable, moral or 
financial, on which this land can be taken 
away from ns. 
Some political reasons may 
exist. 
If so, over those reasons I have do 
influence or interest in.” 
This matter 
should rise above any and all prejudices 
existing against the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
The company ia able to build the 
Oregon line without any land subsidy, but 
it is also able to be independent, and will 
not finish the line without the land. W ith 
a railroad completed to the north line of 
the State, and the connection made with 
the Oregon road, all laDds will be worth 
three times what they will be without it. 
Therefore the people want the road and 
they consent to the gift of these public 
lands because they cannot get the road in 
any other way.

THE REMARKABLE MOVEMENT IN NEW

The Hour Bajs 
“ thatthey should bekept entirely distinct,” 
and it goes so far as to add that it matters 
little what are the political faiths of 
Mayor, Controller, Commissioners of Pub­ 
lic Works, llegister or County Clerk, pro­ 
vided they are honest men and administer 
the affairs of the city for the benefit of the 
city. It regrets that it seems to have leeu 
accepted as a necessity in the Republic 
that every municipal corporation must have 
its *• bosses.” 
There is no necessity for them, and The 
Hour will probably live to see the day 
when their ruie will not bs tolerated and 
when municipal affairs will be conducted 
on a business basis. But the present evil 
is not chargeable whclly to party, for the 
unscrupulous will enter the municipal field 
under any administration if the citizens 
in deepest interest neglect city affairs and 
consent to their being conducted by the 
spoilsmen. In New York it has developed 
that the real sovereign is John Kelly. But 
if there were no Republican or Demo­ 
cratic 
municipal 
orangizationa 
John 
Kellys wonid 
still 
develop if cit­ 
izens continued to permit the ele­ 
ment they represent to parcel out the 
offices and divide the treasury at pleas­ 
ure. W e would divorce politics from mu­ 
nicipal government for the benefit of 
party, as welt as in the interests of cities. 
In New York it is shown by the pend­ 
ing investigations that even Mayor Kdaon, 
reputable and highly respected merchant 
as he is, received his office by bargaining 
for it with Kelly, the Tammany chief. As 
a eonscqueuce the spoils had to be distrib­ 
uted among that sachem’s warriors. The 
County Clerk of New York, Keenan, is 
shown to have been ignorsnt of the law- 
relating to his office, and to have malad- 
ministered it 
In the Sherill's office bills 
were brought to light that were paid for 
transporting prisoners who had no ex­ 
istence save in the imagination of the 
thieving officials. We cannot begin in this 
space to even enumerate the rascalities the 
investigations have disclosed. They have 
resulted in establishing two facts that not 
even the boldest politician of the metrop­ 
olis ventures to deny, and concerning 
which ali the great leading papers are 
agreed—first, the cause is the boss rule 
and tbe ep ¡Is system ; second, that the 
only remedy is charter reform. Accord­ 
ingly, the telegraph informs u b , there was 
held in the great city last week one of the 
most remarkable of mass-meetings. 
It 
waa attended by 2,000 Republicans and 
2,000 Democrats, who were united for 
once for a common end. The meeting was 
led by tbe best men of each party, such as 
ex-Secretary Evans, ex-Mayer Grace, 
Judge Noah Davis. Mr. Coudert, Mr. 
Cooper, Mr. Ottendorfer, Mr. Choate, 
Judge Russell, Mr. Babcock, F. P. Oicott 
and others, who stand above reproach in 
their respective parties The purpose of 
the gathering was to declare a sentiment 
iu favor of an amendment to the City Char­ 
ter, so as to take away from all the de­ 
partments the appointing power and con­ 
fer it exclusively upon the Mayor, whom 
tho people will hold responsible for the ex­ 
ercise of this stupendous trust. It is need­ 
less to say that the meeting was a unit in 
thr direction, and now conies the news 
try. -neb has been the effect that the lower 
hr. 
of the Legislature by a very large 
n> 
:ty has passed the bill asked for, and 
t 
seems to be no donbt that it will 
aouu be the law. 
This is heroic treatm ent; it is applying 
the knife at the root of the cancer ; it will 
cause each an upheaval of the vicious 


masses in New York city as never before 
has been recorded in political history. It 
will send back to the slums thousands of 
idle pap-snckers who hang npon the me­ 
tropolis like leeches and suck millions of 
money from an overtaxed people. It will 
break the necks of every ward patronage- 
dispensing Alderman, striker, and every 
political boES in the city, for without the 
power to dispense patronage and distribute 
rewards the average boss is as powerless 
as an infant. This is divorcing municipal 
government from machine politics with a 
vengeance. It goes beyond anything this 
paper has ever advocated in that direction. 
It is so perpendicular in its uprightness 
that it almost leans backward. But there 
is a significance in the resolution that the 
“ machine” element will be wise to heed. 
With New York in the lead, Brooklyn at 
her side, Philadelphia already free from 
the shackles, aad the ferment of reform 
beginning in Chicago, there is reason to 
believe it will rapidly extend over the 
country, and that the people will eet up 
this maxim over their door postB that will 
never be taken down, “ Official patronage 
shall not be used to maintain the power 
of municipal rings and political dictators.” 
Remarking npon this subject so strongly 
partisan a journal as as the New York 
Times says : “ The interest which is now 
so strikingly manifested is caused by the 
reflection of all intelligent citizens npon 
the palpably mistaken principle on which 
the ordinary administration of the city 
proceeds, and the sentiment to which the 
meeting gives expression is one of deter­ 
mination to change that principle for a 
better." 
The New York Post, speaking of the 
fact that John Kelly is the real ruler of 
New York, says: “ There is absolutely 
nothing to be said in defense of the present 
system. It simply makes John Kelly’s 
parlor the center of municipal power, and 
a Tammany “ deal ” the controlling force 
in all city- elections. No Mayor who is 
held to strict personal accountability for 
his appointments would dare to make such 
selections as Mayor Edeon has, and John 
Kelly, deprived of the Aldermen as a 
means of post-election pressure, would not 
be able to extract ante-election pledges 
which would put the Mayor in his power.” 
And, referring to the same subject, the 
Herald, at a date when it did not think it 
possible to secure the passage of a charter 
reform bill, said : “ From time immemorial 
our offices have been known and recognized 
as the bonanzas of city politics. They are 
given by the tradition of the local Democ­ 
racy to popular politicians purposely to en­ 
rich them. In order that they may do this, 
the fees must necessarily be out of all pro­ 
portion to any service the incumbsnt could» 
render. The objects and interest) of par­ 
ties and political factions are substituted 
for the objects and interests of the people, 
and a public officer is consequently inves­ 
tigated, not as a delinquent part of the 
machinery of popular government, but as 
a political opponent or a political associate. 


TEE DEGE.XEP.ACY OP AN ART. 
in the eharniing and restful easy chair 
reflections which make one of our Ameri­ 
can magazines so justly popular, the ac- 
coinplished editor records a single thought 
regarding the opera that is full of sugges­ 
tion. In the contest between operatic 
nightingales this winter he 
discov­ 
ers 
that Italian opeta has 
passed 
from the realm of ait into that of society, 
a conclusion which the evidences of the 
day we believe justify, not only as to Ital­ 
ian opera, but largely as to other musical 
performances for the public ear. In other 
words, the operatic audience is now the 
fashionable more than the critical one. As 
our critic phtases it, “ It has become a 
part of mere social display. * * The 
thing is not valued ¿or itself, but as a 
stamp and sign of a certain social stand­ 
ing.” And it is regretful that this is tiue, 
for that it is will scarcely be doubted, and 
it is not needed that one be a denizen of a 
metropolis to justify the observation that 
the opera is an attraction “ no more as a 
matter of art, but as a pageant at which 
appearance is sought, not for an interest in 
ait, but for social intercourse and classifi­ 
cation among the ‘elite,’or the ‘exclusive,’ 
or ‘ society,’ or ‘ fashion.’ ” These texts, 
which indicate far deeper water than is 
apparent, arise out of a cause not difficult 
of disclosure. It is the ambition to make 
a show of wealth, and to set up wordly 
possessions as the better standard of worth, 
taste and culture. It is true that this 
spectacular tendeucy has driven out of the 
opera house very largely the old critical 
audience, the pride of which íb of quite as 
fine a temper as that of its richer and more 
brilliantly robed successor, and which acts 
as a check to the appearance of the 
former in tho midst of a blaze of 
diamonds. That this is a very modern 
result is found to be true if we re 
call the history of Garcia’s attempt with a 
mere excuse for a company to plant 
Italian opera in the United States in 1S25. 
At that time tae exquisite voice of Maria 
Malibran, his daughter, alone snatched tbe 
venture from ruin, for the operatic audi­ 
ence then found its interest in the artistic 
alone. So, too, in the American engage­ 
ment of Grisi and Mario in 1854, the mem­ 
ory of which clings to the old opera-goers 
like the aroma of perfumed woods to 
sacredly kept garments. 
The plaudits of 
that day were tbe manifestations of a love 
for the development of music springing 
from a single source, appreciation, intelli­ 
gible recognition of one of the highest and 
the most poetic form of expression. The 
people who were moved to demonstrative 
ecsta«ies of pleasure by the tragic dignity 
and warmth of the lyric arti-t Theresa Ti- 
tiens were not the exclusively fashionable. 
The sincerest tributes to her genius came 
in mingled waves from dress circle, p.t and 
gallery. 
On the assumption that dress 
parade is the chief motive with the operatic 
audiences of the day, the conclusion is in­ 
evitable that a degeneracy in operatic art 
must follow. It is by no means to bs con­ 
cluded, however, that brilliancy at the 
opera is inconsistent with cultivated and 
discriminating musical tastes ; on the con­ 
trary, the possi ssion of means to gratify 
should insure, as it does with many men 
of wealth and sense, the cultivation of the 
tastes. And so it would generally, if the 
world of modern society were not so busy 
with giving and receiving, with public 
d'Splay and private entertainment, and 
with dressing and adorning. 
W hat the 
world of wealth owes to the world of cuit­ 
are, if it will not qualify itself to jndge of 
the trno in art, is at least to l>e led by the 
critical taste and pay its homage at the 
feet of tho cultivated musical understand­ 
ing. For by the severity of critical tastes 
in operatic audiences alone can medi­ 
ocrity in music be prevented 
from 
usurping the 
placs 
of 
genius and 
worth. When an opera season comes 
to the pass that it depends for its 
success upon “ society” and “ fashion” 
alone, irrespective of the frowns alike of 
the rich and the poor in the ranks of the 
lovers tnd judges of the symmetrical ex­ 
pression of the emotions in lofty harmo­ 


nies, ani their appreciation of genins as 
manifest in operatic composition, then tbe 
latter or critical class must be expected to 
yield the benches wholly to laces and aat- 
ics, for neither composers, managers nor 
singers will respect or fear them when they 
realize that they are no longer dependent 
upon them. As upon the stage dramatic 
ability is threatened with eclipse by mere 
scenic display, in the opera is it not trae 
that the severity of taste which alone can 
command amoDg the world of new com­ 
posers the highest development of lyric 
conceptions, and from the world of singers 
evoke exquisite and lofty examples of op­ 
eratic vocalization, is threatened with ex­ 
pulsion from the benches by the “ society 
crush ?” In these considerations we are 
not called upon to take into present ac­ 
count another and quite as potent agency 
tending to degeneracy of public musical 
tastes—opera bouffe. 


THE GERMAN MUDDLE. 
It must be kept in mind that if the Ger­ 
man Premier has purposely affronted Min­ 
ister Sargent, it is not because of Mr. 
Sxrgeut’s personality, but because of the 
intention to offend the nation he repre­ 
sents. The uniform testimony of travelers, 
correspondents and the Germans is that 
Mr. Sargent is a competent and dignified 
representative, courteous, not intermed­ 
dling, and his conduct and bearing that of 
the American gentleman, who honors his 
position and is proud of the republic whose 
credentials he bears. 
He has certainly 
done his whole duty to the United States 
fearlessly while at Berlin. The failure of 
Bismarck to address his reply to this Gov­ 
ernment through its accredited agent was, 
therefore, a breach of etiquette, which 
may have been intended, if there was 
any deep intent in the matter. But 
we do not believe, as seneational dis­ 
patches have indicated, that Bismarck so 
intended, He may have felt that the oc­ 
casion warranted a rebuke to Congress, and 
it is by no means a settled question that it 
was not deserved. The forwarding of the 
Lasker resolutions was not in good taste. 
He was not an American statesman ; highly 
as the people may have estimated his po­ 
litical genius and admired his example, it 
was not in good taste to forward to the 
Government to the policy of which he was 
antagonistic, resolutions estimating him 
politically with laudation. At the same 
time, Bismarck’s action shows how intoler­ 
ant he is of free thought, and his retort is 
in quite as bad taste as was our forwarding 
of the resolutions. We should not expect 
either England, Germany or any other 
country to send to Congress similar resolu­ 
tions of regard for any of our leading men, 
nor would it be otherwise than cmbarass- 
icg if such documents csme to a depart­ 
ment of Government concerning a man 
whose whole political life had been spent 
in bitter opposition to that department, 
and the uprooting of the very foundations 
upon which it was based. Notwithstand­ 
ing the North German Gazette is Bismarck’s 
organ, there is much worthy our eool con­ 
sideration before we decide to grow heated 
over this matter, in that journal’s com­ 
ments relative to the request to present 
the resolutions to the Reichstag. It Bays : 
“ It amounted to nothing less than asking 
the Emperor to indorse the vote of a for- 
ign body and band it, vised, to the Reich­ 
stag, for Bismarck’s duty is limply to exe­ 
cute the commands of the Emperor. Bis­ 
marck is not in the employ of the interna­ 
tional democracy, he is employed by the 
German Emperor.” And it adds, in illus­ 
tration, that much the same feeliDg would 
be experienced by us if the American Con­ 
gress had been addressed in glorification cf 
tbe late leader of the Secessionists by che 
Emperor. “ So could any foreign Progress­ 
ist body seek to give a vote of confidence 
in Herr Richter, or a Socialist body a simi­ 
lar vote of confidence in Herr Babel.” 


ONE YEAR’S EXPERIENCE, 
The State civil service reform has been 
in operation on trial less than one year in 
New York, for it tcok two months of the 
year to make preliminary preparations. 
The Commission has now filed its report, 
the most comprehensive and extensive doc­ 
ument ever placed in the State archives. 
It is a satisfactory re; ort. It shows that 
civil service reform works well in New 
York, and will work better still. 
The Commission, while not disposed to 
recommend speculative changes in the 
law, still think that Boards of Examiners 
should not be drawn solely from those in 
official service, and they advise all States 
that take up the system to give tbeir Com­ 
missioners full liberty in selecting exam­ 
iners. They advise siso that the penalties 
for fraudulent, unfair and corrnpt acts be­ 
fore the Commission lie applied to service 
in the cities as well as the State service. 
Again, they urge that the regulations in 
cities should apply to all offices except 
those elective and those of the educational 
department. As it now is, the police, 
health, tire, law and financial departments, 
and all elective officers, are exempt from 
the operations of the law. If the reform 
is a good thiftg for one class of municipal 
em¡ loyee, there would seem to be no reason 
why it should not apply to all. 
For in­ 
stance, apply it in San Frarciseo ; what a 
farce it would be to require of Deputy As­ 
sessors and Assessors’ accountants suffi­ 
cient skill and knowledge for the discharge 
of duty, and to exempt from test of ca­ 
pacity the deputies and employes in the 
Clerk’s office. 
We do not understand how we can bet­ 
ter, than by the publication of the closing 
words of the report, aid the spread of this 
reform, in which we see so much of safety 
to the Republic, and in which the Empire 
Stste has set snch a brilliant example to all 
the country, throughout the length and 
breadth of which we confidently believe 
the movement will extend, to the almost 
complete destruction of bossism. 
The 
Commissioners say of the good accom­ 
plished : 
, 
“ The significant results already accom­ 
plished within our State borders in the na­ 
tional service, presents the competitive 
system as no longer an experiment, but 
one eminently adapted to republican insti­ 
tutions, and in perfect harmony with the 
spirit and character and education of our 
people. The common consent with which 
statesmen of differing views on other 
points, and experts in the management of 
public institutions have approved and as- 
sitted the reform contemplated by the 
Act after a careful study of the subject, 
confirms the Commission in the belief that 
the reform, if judicionsly punned and al­ 
lowed fair play, will command more and 
more, as it is nndentood, the support of 
thoughtful snd patriotic citizens who de­ 
sire the eivil service of the State to be un­ 
surpassed in digpity and excellence. AH 
who take pride and interest in our common 
schools will recognize in the system new 
incentives to a more perfect training, and 
the rising generation will be apt to appreci­ 
ate and to cherish a reform which will af­ 
ford to every intelligent and generous-spir­ 
ited yonth an equal chance of entering the 
civil service of the State by his own ac­ 


quirements and his own character, without 
sacrificing the independence of his political 
views or asking a favor from partisans or 
factions.” 
TBE YELLOW FSTER AGAIN. 
The San Francisco Report is alarmed at 
the news that the yellow fever has broken 
out afresh along the Mexican coast, and it 
nrges a strict harbor quarantine, and a 
stricter quarantine on the railway lines 
crossing and along the border. That is well 
enough; but if the policy San Francisco 
has hitherto pnrsned is adhered to and car­ 
ried out in all possible fullness, she will 
send 8wift steamers to the Mexican ports, 
load them up with yellow fever patients, 
bring them to San Francisco, and land 
them among her people. Such a course 
would be scarcely more reckless than that 
pursued last summer. For the sake of 
a small trade, of benefit to a very few, 
San Francisco refuses to solicit from the 
Washington authorities the power to arret t 
communication by sea between infected 
points in Mexico and the California ports. 
San Francisco alone can secure the neces­ 
sary regulation. In common decency she 
should ask for it. Why should vessels 
be permitted to come into the harbor at all 
from yellow fever ports ? 
In Spain they 
manage better, and shat out ships from 
places declared infected. There can be no 
hardship to ship proprietors in this, for, 
having notice, they will cease to ply to the 
Mexican coast until the fever has disap­ 
peared. Of course a strict examination of 
all passengers from Mexico should take 
place at the border ; and for the matter of 
that, the same rule suggested for the 
sea should be applied by land. 
If 
yellow fever secures a foothold in 
this State this year through the neglect of 
precautions that may be taken, there will 
be a fearful responsibility to be borne by 
tbe guilty parties. The advent of the 
fever here means its retention in our val­ 
leys for several years. It nover leaves a 
country speedily. It has now entered 
upon its second season in Northern Mex­ 
ico, and will certainly remain there one or 
two more and possibly until the fourth sea­ 
son. California cannot afford to take the 
punishment which will follow the coming 
of the fever to the State. We believe that 
the chances of its entering can be dimin' 
ished a hundred-fold by rigidly enforced 
regulations. At the same time we confess 
that there is very little reason to expect 
them to be applied. We have a way in 
California of waiting until the eleventh 
hour, and even then of doing nothing but 
curse our “ luck.” We need more vigor 
in prevention, more energy in preparation, 
and less grumbling about the theft of the 
horse from the stable which we leave un­ 
locked. _________________________ 
RAILROAD rates. 
The New York Nation declares in very 
emphatic words that the constitutionality 
oi any attempt to fix rates on railroads 
chartsred by the StatcB is by no means 
clear. Its belief is that the only course 
open to Congress is to provide for a Com­ 
mission with full powers of inquiry, to 
consider the whole subject and report 
upon it. So far as a Commission of In­ 
quiry is concerned this is unquestionably 
wise advice, The Nation says this Com­ 
mission “ seems to Mr. Reagan and other 
earnest men a moat unsatisfactory and 
half-hearted way of dealing with the rail­ 
roads. Yet it is the only way to obtain 
trustworthy information on which to base 
legislation.” The anti-railroad maniacs 
will not receive such advice as this. They 
need no information, according to their 
view of the matter. In California for ten 
years they have stubbornly refused to be 
informed, but have persisted in their own 
preconceived notions of the reasonableness 
of rates which they arbitrarily name, re­ 
gardless of intelligent knowledge of the 
vital factors that enter into the transpor­ 
tation problem and must prevail iu adjust­ 
ing the equities alike of shipper and car­ 
rier. The Nation has this further to say : 
“ Secrecy is the curse of the railroad sys­ 
tem of this country, and one reason why 
so many railroad men seem to have a craze 
for secrecy is that they dread the barbar­ 
ous and communistic attacks on property 
they manage, which are continually threat­ 
ened or tempted in State Legislatures or 
at Washington.” 
A GOOD TURN. 
San Francisco has done ns at least one 
good turn. Her Board of Trade has peti­ 
tioned Congress, and the memorial has 
been presented, to expend the 8250,000 
appropriation of last year for the improve­ 
ment of Sacramento river. It is shown 
that it cannot or will not now be spent in 
the interest of hydraulic mining, and that 
the needs of commerce and the menace to 
Suisun and San l’ablo bays demand the 
expenditure. This is unquestionably true. 
Now let our olficiai and semi-official bodies 
send on fresh memorials and do ail that 
may be done to have Congress take some 
action that will bs of practical value to us. 
In fact, we could not do better or make a 
better investment than to provide and 
spend the money necessary to send an ac­ 
tive agent to Washington to present the 
claims of the river section supplemental to 
the action of our Congressmen. Certainly 
the committee and the Secretary of War 
wonld give heed to the accredited business 
agent of a wide section of the country es­ 
pecially sent on by the people to present 
the facts relative to a particular matter. 
Indeed we believe that such a business 
representative would bs a more effective 
aid to our Senators and Representatives 
than petitions indiscriminately signed. 
It is proposed by that criminal and brilliant 
geni'is, Colonel T. (V. Higginson, as a means of re­ 
forming political parties, that, if the cat can only be 
belled, all Democrats sh&llgbe required for one year 
to read Republican papers, and none others, and all 
Republicans fhall be forced to read Democratic 
papers, and no other kind. The distinguished dis­ 
coverer thinks that at the end of the year there 
would be such a purifying of parties »s would put 
the angels of light to Bharre. Our idea would be, if 
we had our wav, to have the men of both parties 
forced to read only the independent journals. Par­ 
tisan paper:» have no more influence upon political 
opponents that the assaults by a mosquito upon the 
hide of the rhinoceros. 


W u a t unnecessary pother the Eastern and Eng­ 
lish press is making, to be sure, over the scandal of 
the reputed engagement between “ Lord and Lady 
Gumboil,” otherwise Lord Garmoyle and Miss For- 
tescue. Suppose they couldn't agree, and that the 
actress has sued the noble littleing for breach of 
promise and pounds sterling value, why should the 
reading public be daily gorged with all the details of 
the greed of the one and the meaLness of the 
other?

Thr Savannah .Yets# thinks it would be a good 
thing both for the South and the negro if the latter 
could be colonized in a territory.

WHY NOT DEAL FAIRLY? 
Insufferable Cheek of the Evening Paper 
*• Demonstrated.” 
Since it continues to call for evidences of 
the necessity for levee improvement to the 
extent of $40,000, why does not our evening 
contemporary publish Engineer Bassett’s re­ 
port, gut-h as appeared in the Record-Union ? 
Ordinary fairness should constrain our neigh­ 
bor to do this. It has never published that 
report, or even a synopsis of it. It printed a 
brief sketch of it which was made in his note­ 
book held in his hand by a representative of 
the Bee, while Mr. Bassett read his report to 
the Citizens’ Association. The Bee has since 
admitted that ths repcrt made under such 
unfavorable conditions was inaccurate in at 
least one important particular. It was more 
than that. It failed to present Mr. Bassett’s 
renort favorably. Oar idea of good j jurnal- 
isiPis to give our readers the facts in such a 
case, that the debate upon them may be in­ 
telligent. If our contemporary once pub­ 
lishes the report of Mr. Boseett it will be 
found to present the " necessity” for which it 
“ continually doth cry.” That is precisely 
what it does not wish made public, and it 
avails of every possible means to prevent ths 
testimony going out to its clientage. That 
we declare to be an unfair method, which 
might be denominated by a more vigorous 
and expressive word. 
Last evening’s Bee contained the following : 
A writer in the Rzcord-I’ni x this morning says 
Engineer Bassett has proved the necessity of an ex­ 
penditure upon the levee» this year oí 340,000. 
Wherein ? It his been demonstrated against him 
that the embankment at Brighton is the safest point 
in the entire levee system ; that where hejwants the 
north levee repaired is blocks away from the Ameri­ 
can and protected by thick jungles. 
In the name of the Prophet, was ever such 
insufferable cheek witnessed ? To demon­ 
strate is, “ to establish so as to fxclude possi­ 
bility of doubt or denial.” says Webster. 
Now, mark: 1. The City Eugineer. by fig­ 
ures of actual surveys, shows the Brighton 
swale is but one foot above high-water mark. 
2. That if water passes over it will flow down 
into our levee basin to the city. 3. The Bee 
itself has twice editonally said that 14 mark is 
needed at Brighton and on the Y-stvcet levee. ’ 
Now it comes up and declarss that it has been 
demonstrated that the Brighton section is 
the safest spot in al! the levee system. Here’s 
freshness. When, by whom, where, how has 
it been demonstrated ? Simply by the eye­ 
sight and opinion of a very worthy citizen, J. 
H. Carroll, who unquestionably believes he 
¡Bright; and a like statement by an unknown 
"pioneer,” 
And this is demouttraticn 
against actual surveys. 
Now Mr. Bassett offered the Bee oppor­ 
tunity to demonstrate that he is wrong, by 
having some other engineer make a survey ; 
and then, as a correspondent yesterday said, 
the unconscionable sheet replies, “ That is 
immaterial.” Heaven save the mark ! Such 
a style our neighbor has the effrontery to 
style “argument.” It is downright injustice, 
and the shabbiest method to which a weak 
cause can resort. 
HOW IT STRIKES A THOUGHTFUL AND 
PRACTICAL READER. 
Eds. Kecord-Union : It strikes me that 
about the silliest thing in jonrnalism that has 
occurred in this vicinity is the Bee's constant 
demand for City Engineer Bassett’s facts 
upon which he bases his figures for the pro­ 
posed special levee tax, while at the same 
time admitting the correctness of the latter’» 
surveys. If this isn’t the very quioteecence 
of blockbesdism I must confess I don’t know 
what is. The Bee might defend its position 
on the ground tnat the City Engineer had 
blundered, if it could only prove that he 
reaily had blundered, but it admits the cor­ 
rectness of his levee examination, and then 
doggedly asserts that he has not shown “ the 
necessity ” for the proposed expenditure ! 
Agaio, sirs, take notice that the Bee de­ 
clares that anybody who knows anything 
about the Marysville levee system should not 
compare it with that of Sacramento, All 
right ; but what does the Bee man know 
about the Marysville levees? Did he ever 
gaze upon, let alone inspect, them ? I venture 
to say he never did either. I have seen and 
examined the Marysville levees, and they 
always looked to me very much like our 
o w d . What I object to is the Bee man’s re­ 
ferring to a matter which I am confident he 
knows nothing about. But it is in keeping 
with that paper's whole shilly-shallying course 
of declamation since this levee subject first 
came up. Having no personal knowledge of 
the levees abont tbis city, the Bcc man 
naturally fell to fl :undering 'he moment he 
ventured a remark on the subject, and rather 
than admit his ignorance, has kept on deny­ 
ing everything and proving nothing. It is a 
subject of common remark about town that 
the present management of the Bee would do 
well to converse with some man of sense be­ 
fore they get any deeper into ths mire into 
which ignorance snd inexperience have al­ 
ready plunged them. The two or three tu'- 
siders who seem to have been called in re­ 
cently as “ steerers” don’t seem to have 
helped them much toward getting out of the 
difficulty. I have watched patiently for 
some argument in the Bee in defense of its 
hostile at itudt| nthis levee-tax question, but 
have about arrived at the conclusion that it 
hasn't any to < ffer. And, to teli the truth, I 
would hate to be governed by any argument 
on a matter of this kind, whether pro or con, 
coming from one who evidently knows no 
more about tbe subject he attempts to discues 
than would any inexpetitnced scbool-boy.

CAN THE CITY BE SUED ? 
Eds. R ecord U nion : In your editorial 
of Saturday last you reviewed the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of Meyer vs. 
Porter, and in ycur review you used thiB lan­ 
guage : “ It follows that we may infer that 
the Court, since it quotes the law, is satisfied 
that the city may be sued, or that it is satis­ 
fie d that it cannot >jc sued.” The italics are 
mine. Now, why cannot the city be sued? 
Can the Legislature exempt the city from the 
liability to be sued any more than a railroad 
corporation, a ruining corporation, or any 
other corporation? If the Legislature has 
snch power, whence is it derived ? The old 
Constitution, under which the city wss incor­ 
porated and the bonded debt incurred, made 
provision for creating corporations in Section 
31, Article IV., thus: “ Corporations may 
be formed under general laws, but shall not 
be created by special Ac , except for munici­ 
pal purposes. Ail general laws aud special 
Acts passed pursuant to this section may be 
altered from lima to time or repealed,” This 
section was, at the time the city was incor­ 
porated, the authority for the L giflsture to 
create both municipal and private corpora­ 
tions. Municipal corporations might be cíe 
ated by special Act, but private or other cor­ 
porations couid only be created undar general 
laws. But Section 33 of the same article of 
the Constitution provided as follows: “And 
all corporations shall have the right to sue, 
and shall be subject to be sued in all Courts, in 
like cases as natural persons ” Whence c-me 
the power of the Legislature to repeal or ab­ 
rogate by statute this provision rf the Con- 
stiiution ? Can the power of th> Legislature 
rise above the Constitution? If it cannot, 
why, then, cannot the city be sued? Ihs 
Constitution is plain. Is it not the supreme 
law of the land, as alt things done under it 
aud by its authority ? If it is, why not be 
candid with the people of the city and tell 
them so? Then the people would know how 
to act and what to do.

THE PROHIBITIONISTS 
IN 
COUNCIL. 


Tbs Prohibition delegates elected at the 
First Baptist Church Thur.day evening met 
in Convention at Young Men’s Christian As­ 
sociation hall at 10 A. M. yesterday. Sixty- 
five delegates were present, and there were 
enough visitors in attendance to swell the 
nnmber to about one hundred. 
A t the ap­ 
pointed hour E. E. Masters called the meet­ 
ing to order, and A. J. Gregg was elected 
temporary Chairman and E. C. Parker Sec­ 
retary. 
The Secretary then read the call for the 
Convention, which set forth its objects, etc. 
On motion, Dr. Clayton, A. J. Frost and 
Rev. E. B. Ware were appointed a Commit­ 
tee on Permanent Organization; B. F. Pike, 
A. F. Turner and Dr. Dart on Credentials ; 
.T. M. Haight, F. H. L. Webber aud Mrs. L. 
J . Nusbaum on Resolutions. 
The Secretary then read the following party 
test pledge: 
We hereby mutually pledge oursalvee to each 
other that we will entiiely separate ourselves 
from the Republican and Democratic parties, and 
from all parties not opposed to the liquor crime, and 
th at we will do all in our power to promote the suc­ 
cess of the principles and candidates of the Prohibi­ 
tion Home Protection Party. 
While the Convention were waiting for the 
reports of the committees a large number of 
addresEes were made. 
Mrs. Emily Pitt- 
Steveus, the first speaker, addressed the Con­ 
vention at considerable length, reviewed the 
history of prohibition, and prophesied that 
the victorious hour had come ; that Sacra­ 
mento, like Chico, would fall into line and 
elect her officers from among the Christian 
and temperance people. 
Rev. J. Q. A. Henry followed with an elo­ 
quent, forcible and logical speech. 
He said 
the liquor traffic was the most monstrous and 
most hideous of all crimes. YVe must throttle 
it. 
If we have a right to punish crime, we 
certainly have a right to seize upon this most 
egregious sin and destroy it. 
Rev. T. S. Dunn made a few remarks, in 
which he apologized to the R e c o r d U n io n 
for what he said the evening before relative 
to the daily press. 
He said he Bhould have 
excepted the R e c o b d -U n io n , as he knew its 
reports at all times were full and complete. 
Rev. H. C. Christian Baid there were thres 
things essential to the success of the Pro­ 
hibition movement: First—That it must be 
deeply imbedded in every human heart 
that it is right, that God approves it, and 
that it is in the interest of humanity.

We are, he said, simply a 
hand of men, woman and children fighting 
for our rights, our home, our God and our 
native land, and to extirpate if passible the 
horrible crime of liquor traffic. 
He said if 
you can impose a heavier tax on the liquor 
dealer than you can on the merchant, why 
cannot you prohibit? If you can discrimi­ 
nate you can prohibit. 
He said way back in 
Georgia, where he came from, a saloon-keeper 
was lying on his death bed. 
When he 
realized that he must Boon die, in husky 
voice he said to his wife : ** Wife, wife, go to 
the trunk and bring me my license.” His wifa 
did as requested, and when she had placed 
the document in his hands, said : 
“ John, 
what are you going to do with 
that?” 
“ M ary,” be replied, “ I am dying. 
I soon 
will bs called before the pearly gates to an­ 
swer for my ill-spent life. I will hold up this 
license before Saint Peter, and pointing to 
the names written in the blanks, 1 will show 
that it is signed by a Baptist deacon, a Pres­ 
byterian elder and a Methodist steward, and 
he will then let me in.” H e believed the pro­ 
hibition party had a right to kill every Dar- 
room and saloon in the city. 
If you have a 
right to throw stones at a dog, you have a 
right to kill him. 
Rev. M. H atton, of Missouri, evangelist of 
the Christian Church, was the next speaker. 
His remarks on prohibition were somewhat 
similar to those who had preceded him. 
He 
thought the time had arrived for vigorous 
action. 
He exclaimed, " Why, now, within 
a stone’s throw of where I stand men are 
gambling for money. 
I saw them.” 
A. J . Frost, as Chairman of the Committee 
od Permanent Organization, then reoorted 
the following officers : Chairman, Dr. Nixon; 
Vice-Presidents, A. J. Gregg, E. M. Laitch, 
Dr. Dart, F. H . L. Webber, J . Wood bridge, 
W. A. Briggs, J . D. Moynaban ; Secretaries, 
J .

The Committee on Credentials reported 
that all delegatts coming forward and signing 
the pledge of the State Prohibition party 
should be entitled to seats in the Convention. 
A t 12:15 P. M. Dr. Nixon arrived, and was 
escorted to the chair by Revs. Rice and 
Dunn. 
H e returned thanks for the honor, 
claiming that he looked upon as the highest 
honor that his neighbors could confer that of 
presiding over a Prohibition Convention.

Toe right always tri­ 
umphs, so prohibition must eventually suc­ 
ceed. 
He regretted exceedingly to part with 
the good old Republican party, which had 
done so much good in the past. 
He regretted 
far more, however, that they do not take a 
stand for prohibition. The Republicans, be 
said, would flock to prohibition, and they 
would also receive large recruits from the 
Democracy. 
Oo the prohibition platform we 
will grasp in friendship <he hands of our old 
and common political enemies. 
Ju st as soon 
as the loaves and fishes are taken from the 
Republicans they will disintegra e and flock 
to the party of home protection.

FARM AND FRUIT. 
Formation oí Co-operative Milk ¿asocia 
tlons at the East—General Notes of 
Interest. 
The rebellion ot the consumers of milk 
in the large cities at the East against com­ 
binations of producers, is again leading to 
the method of warfare organized some 
years since of establishing oo-operative 
associations among residents of the cities 
for milk production, independent of the 
former rural proprietors. The Rural New 
Yorker gives a sketch of a new movement, 
which is interesting : Springtield, Mass., 
has risen against the miik dealers, and at 
once subscribed §1,200 out of the $20,000 
required to buy 1,000 cows for co-operative 
milk production and distribution. By this 
means the price of milk will be reduced to 
the consumer while its quality will be im­ 
proved, yet the producers will obtain a 
larger profit for their product. There is 
nothing new in this plan. As long ago as 
1872 a milk association was formed at Syra­ 
cuse, New York, with a capital of $25,000. 
It now has a four-story brick building, 
witb office, hall and directors' room, stalls 
for 25 horses, a repair shop, and 20 regular 
milk routes on which it supplies a popula­ 
tion of 40,000. Were the work done as it 
is usually performed by middlemen, 70 men 
and horseb would ha required to do the 
same work. Milk, which here and in other 
cities is retailed at from 8 to 10 cents a 
quait by middlemen, is sold direct to con- 
sumtrs at Syracuse for 0 cents a quart, and 
is not watered or otherwise adulterated. 
Between the producers who supply milk 
for this market and the middlemen 
who distribute it, there is such constant 
danger of disagreement that it would be 
wise in the former to take steps to do 
away with the necessity for the latter by 
supplying the milk direct to consumers, as 
it has b’een done in Syracuse. Already 
milk associations have been formed among 
the producers in Orange, Sullivan and Del­ 
aware counties, New York, and Sussex 
and Hunterdon counties, New Jersey, as 
well aB in the Housatonic region of Con­ 
necticut ; and on January 14th last repre­ 
sentatives of these associations met io this 
city and decided the following should be 
the unalterable wholesale prices per quart 
for milk the coming year : April, 3 | cents ; 
May, 2J cents ; June, 2J cents ; July and 
August, 3 cents ; September 3} cents ; Oc­ 
tober, 3A cents ; November, 4.1 cents ; De­ 
cember and January 4 cents ; February 
aud March, 3J cents. All farmers who 
supply this market are urged to sustain 
these figures. In case the producers can­ 
not obtain these reasonable prices from the 
dealers, it ought not be difficult for them 
to organize one or more milk associations 
on the Syracuse plan. In Cincinnati, Chi­ 
cago and St, Louis we understand that 
similar movements are on foot, and in 
smaller places all over the country such 
co.oper&tion among neighboring farmers 
should be less difficult and more effective. 
To those contemplating planting olive 
orchards, the following by Elwood Cooper, 
in the Santa Barbara Pres», concerning the 
process of filtering and clarifying the oil, 
will be of interest. He says : This is a 
simple process. The most common method 
is to have a series of five or six boxes, one 
above the other, each with cotton batting 
in the bottom; the oil passing the sixth 
will be beautifully clear and ready for mar­ 
ket. I use cylindrical tin vessels holding 
about three gallons each, one fitting in the 
other, in tiers of three, with tine wire 
sieves in the bottom of eacb. On these 
sieves I place two or three layers of cotton 
batting. The oil is passed from one tier 
to the other until clear. Clarifying cau be 
done by the sunlight; also it can be 
bleached and made much lighter in color, 
but not without injury. When it is adul­ 
terated, artificial heat is necessary in the 
process. When once heated, it loses a 
part of the nutty flavor, and is liable to be­ 
come rancid when exposed té’ the air. It 
should be kept in an ordinarily cool place, 
not exposed to sunlight nor heat, neither 
should it be handled any more than is ab­ 
solutely necessary in the filtering and boil­ 
ing, and should not be shaken after it is 
bottled. The mucilage contained in the oil 
will not separate for a long time after the 
oil is ready for use ; and, as it does not in­ 
jure it, is not, therefore, objectionable. It 
will sometimes form in the bottles like 
globales of water—in films, settling to the 
bottom as sediment, and when shaken, wi 1 
give it a muddy appearance, which, with 
the common prejudice against all table oils 
that are not perfectly clear, renders it un­ 
salable, as consumers consu't more the eye 
than the taste. The oil is better when new 
and fresh, and what is gained in appear­ 
ance by its remaining a longer time in the 
tank is more than lost in freshness and 
delicacy of flavor. To sum up the coat of 
the machinery used in making the oil, we 
have as follows : Drier, $150 ; mill, $250 ; 
two presses, $500 ; two tanks, $200 ; tilter- 
ers, $50; corker and tin foiler, $50; 
wooden building, $400. Total, $1,000. 
We find that an impression prevails with 
many persons, says the lledding Indepen­ 
dent, tnat red soil is necessarily poor, but 
that any soil is rich in proportion to its 
blackness. This impreseiob has tended to 
prejudice many persons against Shasta 
county lands, a large proportion of which 
are red in color. Such an error is natural 
among persons w ho have become accus­ 
tomed to the black alluvial of the Missis­ 
sippi valley, or the coast regions of our 
S tate; but, nevertheless, to a great extent 
an error. Scientific analysis, as well as 
actual experiment shows that actual color 
of the soil has in itself nothing to do with 
its fertility. The idea that plant food is 
what gives the dark color to the soil is an 
error. Fertile soil may be of any color, 
and yet contain just as much plant food. 
In the mountains of Shasta county lai ge 
bodies of iron are known to exist. The 
soil of the valleys and footnills, being of sed­ 
imentary formation from the debris of these 
mountains, is naturally very largely im­ 
pregnated with iron, which gives it its red 
tint. This, it will be readily seen, does 
not in the least effect the amount of plant 
food the soil may contain, or, in other 
words, the extant of its fertility. Every­ 
one who has farmed in mountain sections 
where red land and black land lies in 
streaks, side by side, in the the same field, 
has uoticed that the color has nothing to 
do with the productiveness, as often the 
red land produces the best crops. In course 
of cultivation and mauuring, the original 
soil becomes covered and mixed with leaf 
mold, and it looses its red color, but it 
may not be any richer than it was at first. 
There is no need of being fearful of the 
foothill soil because it is not black. Try 
i t ; the red land often produces the best 
crops. 
A gieat deal has lately been said con­ 
cerning Baiting sheep—how often it should 
be done, and the quantities required. Au­ 
thorities all agree that salt is indispensable 
to the health of sheep, and if they have 
free access to it at all times they will nevei 
eat too much of it In Texas very seidom 
does it happen that sheep get a sufficiency. 
Owners of a thousand sheep buy a few bar­ 
rels a year and give it when they think of 
it, because the sheep like it. The amount 
necessary to the good health of sheep is 
seldom taken into consideration. It will 
result in benefit to flock masters if more 
attention is given to this important subject, 
if they will salt more often, seo that the 
sheep get clean salt, and see if they have 
enough of it. They will finally be sur­ 
prised to see how much sheep will eat, how 
heartily they will feed afterward, how 
much more readily they go to water, how 
strong they will become, how bright they 
will appear generally. " W hat!’ may be 
said, “ is salt a cure for all disease ?" No, 
it is not. but it is a certain preventive for 
some. It is an appetizer, and of a kind it 
is feed. Without it, sheep may live ; with 
an insufficiency, they may rub along; but 
with abundance, they will eat heartily of 
the grasses and hay that, without it, lack 
taste and are negleoted. Did you ever put 
up hay and salt it, and notice how quickly 
ft was oonsumed, how well stock did thrive 
on it! 
If you did, and have had a stock 
of molded, unsalted hay to waste on your 
hands, you will appreciate the difference. 
One is health-giving, sustaining, sweet to 
the taste ; the other a substitute, a filling, 
barely serving the purpose of feed. If sheep 
require salt—and require it they certainly 
dc—they require it every day. We can­ 
not salt the grass as it is eaten, hut we can 
do the next best—we can Bee that ebeep 
have salt within reach at least once a day, 
and allow nature to decide how much and 
how often they require it.—[Texai Wool- 
Orower. 
In an argument before the Ways and 
M ’ans Committee of the House of Repre­ 


sentatives, last week, the following statis­ 
tics furnished by Judge Lawrence of the 
Treasury Department were subm itted: 
There is a total of nearly 43,000,000 sheep 
in the States and Territories, distributed' 
very unevenly. California heads all with 
nearly 0.000,000 sheep and an annual yield 
of 17,000,000 pounds of wool. Ohio comes 
second with 5,000,000 sheep, hut exceeds 
all in wool production, aggregating over 
25.000.006 pounds annually. 
Indiana, 
with 1,500,000 sheep, raises over 6,000,­ 
000 pounds, while Kentucky, with over 
1.000.000 sheep, produces 5,000,000 pounds. 
Rhode Ieland and Delaware have the low­ 
est figures, the former 17,211 sheep and 
65.000 pounds of wool, the latter a few 
thousand more of each. Massachusetts 
has about 75,000 sheep and prodnceB but 
300.000 pounds of wool, while Maine, 
Georgia, Iowa, Kansas, North Cifolina, 
Tennessee, Utah, Vermont, Virginia, West 
Virginia and Wyoming Territory possess 
in the neighborhood of 500,000 sheep each. 
The States and Territories owning a mill­ 
ion {sheep and over are Colorado, Illinois, 
Missouri, New York, Oregon, Pennsylva­ 
nia and Wisconsin. Michigan has about 
2.500.000 sheep, with a wool clip of 12,­ 
000,000 pounds, but this is exceeded by 
New Mexico and Texas, who have nearly 
4.000.000 each with a production for the 
first-named of 4,500,000 pounds and for the 
latter of 7,000,000 pounds. The total 
wool product of the United StateB in round 
numbers is estimated at 475,000,000. 
The supply and value of water which 
lies under tne driest portion of our State, 
and which only requires suitable methods 
for its appropriation to the use of man, is 
not estimated nor understood as it will be 
in a few years. The Los Angeles Herald 
says : Every day reports come from South­ 
ern California of the various devices which 
are being adopted to briDg the immense 
volume of water flowing underground from 
the mountains to the sea. Investigation 
shows the valleys and mesas lying between 
the Sierra Madres and the sea are the fill­ 
ings and washings Irom the mountains, and 
that the lower strata is composed of coarse 
rocks and debris, forming, at great depths 
in some places, subteirauean chancels that 
afford exit for the waters from the immense 
watersheds to the ocean, which if brought 
to the surface would make this country one 
of the best watered and fruiitul countries 
in the world. There are large tunneling 
enterprises, 
artesian wells, submerged 
dams, syphons, steam lifteis, hydraulic 
rams and other devices for bringing this 
body of water to the surface being inau­ 
gurated, which at present are bringing an 
immense volume of water to the surface, 
which is being utilizad in every direction 
to the utmost advantage. At the ratio of 
developments now bemg made in this di­ 
rection Southern California will soon be the 
best watered country in America. 
A German farmer of considerable expe­ 
rience is in the habit, about this time of 
the year, where the outcome of the wheat 
crop is in doubt, of making the following 
experiment to test the vitality of the plants: 
He goes into the field, takes up a cube of 
earth about fifteen or eighteen inches 
square containing wheat plants, and takes 
it to his cellar, or other place, where the 
block of earth will not freeze. When the 
temperature rises to 55J or 60’, if the roots 
are sound and the vitality of the plant has 
not been impaired, growth commences at 
once, and continues to maturity, if the re­ 
quisite light, heat and moisture are admit­ 
ted. On the contrary, if the wheat has 
been damaged by winter-killing, or other­ 
wise injured, the plant will make a feeble 
start at first and then suddenly die away. 
In the experiment of last year the plants 
died away as soon as the temperature arose. 
This year he reports them already starting, 
with every sign of a Btrong and healthy 
root-growth.—[Prairie Farmer. 
General Horace Capron, who some years 
ago went from his position as Commis­ 
sioner of Agriculture of the United States 
to introduce American systems of agricult­ 
ure and stock-breeding into Japan, at a 
fine salary from the .Japanese Government, 
has received a marked token of esteem 
from that country. The Prairie Farmer 
says : The Emperor has conferred upon 
him the second Order of the Rising Sun. 
This is the first time a foreigner has ever 
received this distinction. Mr. Capron, who 
is personally known to many Illinois read­ 
ers, having lived several years in McHenry 
county, did a good work in Japan, espe­ 
cially in the development of the resources 
of the Island of Vesso. 
Since his advent 
there the Japanese have been excellent 
patrons of American implement manu­ 
facturers and stock-breeders. 
In a letter to the Patron by O. J. Albee, 
of Santa Clara, on calf raising, he says : 
I never let them Euck the cow unless the 
big is inclined to cake. If so, let the calf 
suck until her bag is all right. I give 
them the milk until it is fit to use ; then I 
skim the night’s milk for the calves' break­ 
fast and dinner (I believe m feeding three 
times daily until six or eight weeks old), 
mixing with the milk a quart of porridge 
prepared with a tablespoonful of oil cake 
put to soak iu cold water and left standing 
on the stove till it begins to boil; then add 
the milk ; it will usually cool about right. 
I have one, two months old, that is as 
slick and thrifty as anyone could wish. 
Wonder what the people who have been 
predicting for the last ten years that the 
chicken business would soon play ont be­ 
cause so many would go into poultry rais­ 
ing, that eggs and chicken flesh wouldn't 
bring enough to pay for raismg, think 
now ! Looks like playing out in our vi. 
cinity when the prices have been steadily 
advancing for the last half-dozen years. 
The demand increases faster than the sup­ 
ply, and of course the prices must go up. 
If anybody wants to go into the poultry 
business, my advice is for him to go ahead 
right now and not pay the slightest atten­ 
tion to croakers. [I'rairie Farmer. 
Milk, says an exchangs, commences to 
be secreted by the cow towards the final 
period of gestation. It is a perfect food, 
containing, as it does, all the elements of 
nutrition. The Hebrews, like the Romans, 
preferred the milk of the goat to that of 
the cow and sheep. They also lik d cam­ 
els’ milk, and, when sour, prepared an in­ 
toxicating beverage from it, as do Arabs of 
the present day. 
Governor Hagood’s Saluda stock farm 
has been conducted on business principles, 
and is a pronounced aucoeae. Five hun­ 
dred head of stock are kept all ‘.he year 
round, and in seven years only two have 
been killed by dogs, and none have been 
stolen. A shepherd and his well-trained 
dog bring np all the animals at night, and 
pen them in secure aud comfortable quar­ 
ters. 
California wines are increasing in popu­ 
larity in New York, and are sold on their 
merits to a greater extent than heretofore. 
From present appearances it would seem 
that the demand for these wines will fully 
keep pace with the growth in production, 
notwithstanding predictions to the con­ 
trary.—[S. F. Grocer. 
Pass the material to be used for bedding 
cattle through the cutter. 
This not ody 
adds to the comfort of the animal, but on 
account of its greater power of absorption 
aids greatlv in the matter of cleanliness. 
It also mixes more readily with the manure 
and thus increases its value.—[New York 
Times. 
One of the best methods, says M. P. de 
Gaaparin, of preventing the ravages of the 
phylloxera is to keep the soil of the vine­ 
yard constantly moist, and in the south­ 
east of France this is effected by keeping 
the vineyard submerged during the winter. 
Cows are exceedingly fond of millet, and 
it is an excellent milk-producing fodder. 
It shonld be grown in light, sandy soil, at 
least it is more thrifty on such soil. By 
manuring, it will produce five tons to the 
acre after being cured.—[Exchange. 
To remove rust from saws, chisels, etc., 
first Ecour with emery moistened with sul­ 
phuric acid diluted with six volumes of 
water, rinse, dry, and finish with oil and 
emery flour. 
An orange tree on the premises of G. H. 
Kerr, of Elk Grove, has 800 oranges on it 
this year, had 400 on it last year, and 1,000 
the year before. It is a seedling, and 15 
years old.

The fact that the Presidential election 
comes this next fall, and the farther fact 
that one Honse of Congress is Democratic 
and the other Republican, makes it hard 
on the railroads that have any connection 
with the Government. 
To do something 
against railroads is always in order with 
thoae who do not know what else to do or 
Bay to please the people. 
We will not 
accuse all who try to bring the great cor­ 
porations of the country under control of 
demagoglsm. 
Allan G. Tnurman is, in 
our opinion, as far from the demagogue as 
any man America has produced, and he 
made the Central and Union roads do jus­ 
tice by the Government as a creditor. 
It 
is natural for all men to abuse power, and 
it is the part of wisdom in the people to be 
jealous of the power, and more likely to 
be abused than any other. 
This whole­ 
some jealousy is the groundwork upon 
which most politicians hope to bnild their 
fortunes. 
They do not alwajs discrimi­ 
nate ; in fact, there are but few who feel 
that they can afford to do b o . 
If there is 
not a joining in with every cry that is 
raised the politician feels that he has lost a 
part. 
W e have tried to discriminate. 
When all San Francisco was fighting the 
acquisition of Goat Island by the railroad 
company, we said it was a mistake for San 
Francisco, whatever it might be for the 
balance of the State. 
Who is there that 
does not see that now ? Many men saw it 
then who were, afraid to eay it. 
There 
would have been no Port Costa, no ware­ 
houses lining the bay, had San Francisco 
permitted a terminus to be made within 
the city limits. 
We have often said that 
the interests of San Francisco and the in­ 
terests of the Central Pacific were so inti­ 
mately interwoven that the one could not 
be hurt without hurting the other. 
San 
Francisco cannot be hurt without hurting 
the State. 
We do not mean by this that 
San Francisco should not try to make the 
railroad pay taxes, should not seek to take 
control of the matter of charges for busi­ 
ness done, but when it comes to a conflict 
with any other company not having a ter­ 
minus in San Francisco, there is no doubt 
about the position the people of that city 
ought to occupy. 
It is proposed to forfeit the land grant to 
the California and Oregon Railroad, and as 
we have said, the Democratic House will 
not be outdone by the Republican Senate, 
and the Republican Senate will not be out­ 
done by the Democratic House, and any 
measure of that kind is likely to pass. The 
land above the present terminus, twenty 
miles beyond Redding, is not of much 
value, unless the road is built. 
It is ad­ 
m itted to be the most difficult piece of 
road on the Continent to build. 
The grant 
will give the company credit to build the 
road. 
Is it in the interest of California, 
and particularly of San Francisco, to have 
the road built now, aud owned and con­ 
ti oiled by a company interested in making 
business center around the bay ? Will the 
road be built over this rough country 
without the credit given by this grant 7 
There is not enough business now, we 
opine, to justify the expenditure of the 
money necessary for its construction. 
We 
do not state it as a fact that there is not 
enough business; we do not know that 
there will be a day's delay in the construc­ 
tion by the California if the grant Bhould 
be forfeited. 
We do not know that there 
is any danger of the Oregon company 
building on down and diverting trade from 
California that a local company would be 
interested in maintaining. 
We are not in 
a position to give this information, but if 
we were a member of Congress from Cali- 
fornir we would inquire into the interest of 
this State in that behalf. 
It is our expe­ 
rience that a man who will do his whole 
duty, as he sees it, will come out on top in 
the end. 
No public man should be afraid 
to express his honest convictions, and to 
act upon them. 
A man who ought to rep­ 
resent a great State like this in Congress 
should feel that he stood above suspicion 
in anything he did in the line of hiB duty. 
Our Congressmen may have inquired into 
the points suggest id by us. We hope they 
have, and we hope that no considerations 
favorable or unfavorable to the railroad 
company, apart from the interest of the 
State, w i l l i n f l u e n c e their actions.

In the year 1S40, Mrs. Smith left Harris­ 
burg, l’a., and went to Lancaster to keep 
house for Mr. Stevens. 
When the great 
commoner, two years later, was elected to 
Congress, he brought Mrs. Smith to W ash­ 
ington to look after his household affairs, 
Mr. Stevens lived in a house cn R street, 
adjoining the present Congressional or San­ 
derson Hotel, situated at the southeast 
corner of the Capitol. 
Up to the day of 
Mr. Stevens’ death, the 5;h of August, 
lfsCS, Mrs. Smith, in whom he placed im­ 
plicit confidence, directed the Affairs of 
his bachelor establishment and 
minis­ 
tered to his wants. 
She was remembered 
in his will with a bequest of $5,000 in 
cash, 
certain 
property 
in 
Lancaster 
and several houses here. 
Subsequently 
Mrs. Smith opened a boarding-house in 
Newspaper Row in this city, opposite W il­ 
lard's Hotel, and in this house the died 
this morning. 
After short funeral services 
here Saturday, the remains of the de­ 
ceased, accompanied 
by her surviving 
child, a son, will be taken to Lancaster for 
interment.

the less disposed to extend its feeble aid in 
furtherance of any enterprise they may be 
eDgagcd in, the tendency of which is to 
promote the propess and prosperity of the 
State. 
The work they have done, and are 
doing, will remain after they are gone, and 
necessarily with change of control there 
will be greater liberality, and more regard 
for the public interest. 
The grant of the 
California and Oregon Railroad is being 
earned as rapidly as possible. 
The road 
is being built northward to the Oregon 
line, to meet at that point a road advancing 
from the opposite direction. 
When this 
connection is made it joins the California 
and Oregon railroad systems, and the effect 
apon California in general, and San Fran­ 
cisco in particular, will be important. This 
connecting link of road is not a long one, 
bat the construction is the most difficult 
and costly that has yet been undertaken by 
tbe railroad builders of this Slate. 
The 
question of the vacation of this grant as­ 
sumes special importance in view of the 
fact that the forfeiture of the Texas I’acific 
and other land grants of tbe great railroad 
corporations, which appesra inevitable, will 
so depress their securities, that, If the 
grant in question is also lost to them, work 
upon this important road must immedi­ 
ately cease for want of means, and it is not 
likely that work apon it can be again re­ 
sumed for many years.

U nfortunately for the benetits of 
open discuss.on, this question has taken a 
sectional form, and, judging by the tone of 
the valley press, but few as yet are pre­ 
pared to acknowledge th at “ two wrongB 
never made one right.” 
How many will 
republish, and how few of the masses will 
read, yonr excellent U tter and exposure of 
facta from Nevada City by Febx G illet.and 
heed them ? 
There are two aides to every 
im portant question, and if a Couit is mis­ 
led or unenlightened on either side, or cir­ 
cumscribed by the mode of presentation as 
to be deprived of seeing the effects of its 
. decision when enforced in detail, it is the 
' fault (in this case) of the defendants, or 
th e acumen of the plaintiffs attorneys, and 
not of the Court. 
Tnere are in this State 
over one thousand idle but persevering 
law yers ; they must have business if only 
contingent fees are secured. 
This is the 
real cause of this uproar and excitem ent. 
Like wary Generals, they have us at a dis­ 
advantage, and will destroy mining in de­ 
tail under the Sawyer decision if con­ 
firmed (which I have no doubt it will be). 
If it is a crime to mine by one process, so 
it is by all th at we have yet invented. 
The only difference being in the degree of 
crim e, or amount of debris discharged— 
th e same as m urder, larceny or public nuis­ 
ance. 
B ut few believe this yet, but they 
have only to wait for a short time. 
W hen 
th e hydraulic miners place five to tin 
thousand Chinese to drifting (none can 
afford to drift excepting w ith cheap labor) 
see how soon th at will be Btopped. 
N ext 
the quartz mines th at send down the worst 
if not the most debris, m ust surrender. 
D uring the progress of this great pande­ 
m ónium it is expected, commerce, manufac­ 
tu re and agriculture will look into the 
m atter of linaDce, while the mortgaged 
debris lands may belong to their attorneys ; 
th at the decision complained of will be 
m aterially modified in accordance with 
justice te both parties, and th a t those 
naming their children Sawyer will have 
double names w ith initial S. for middle 
name, if not dropped entirely. 
If we are disappointed in onr anticipa 
tions we will then look to our resources 
and possibilities, and tru st we may l>3 
spared the soothing syrup and trashy ad ­ 
vice already offered by those who are in­ 
capacitated to comprehend the subject un­ 
der consideration. 
To illu stra te : how 
would it sound for us to say to the debris 
victim s, “ Flee to the mountains and take 
revenge in m ining,” or to those interested 
in navigation, “ Cut down your boats, 
m ake smaller ones and give more laborers 
a c h a n c e or do as we do, patronize the 
g-r-e-a-t railroad monopoly, whom none 
would do without. 
Go on debris enthuBi 
asts, every folly m ust have its run ; you 
are underating our other resources, out­ 
lets and manhood, sb well as your capacity 
to do w ithout our gold and trade ; we feel 
assured of net being subdued uplcaa all 
history, ancient and modern, is reversed. 
B y the time the valley has fenced the 
m ountains out we may be prepared to send 
L is t or to Oregon for our luxuries—all 
else can be produced here if compelled. 
TheBe are a few of our future possibilities 
if not probabilities.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


[The Delta, February 7th.J 
Congress is one of those ponderous, un­ 
w ieldy bodies th at requires a long tim e to 
act upon or get in motion. 
For years an 
outcry haB gone up against the railroads, 
particularly in this State. 
The complaints 
against them may be embodied in the gen­ 
eral charge th at they are disposed to take 
everything they can reach from individ­ 
uals, communities and the General G ov­ 
ernm ent, w ithout corresponding benefit?, 
or indeed any in return. 
W e do not pro- 
E 
ose here to discuss this question at length, 
lit merely to note a fact over which our 
contemporaries in the northern part of tbc 
State are considerably exercised, as they 
consider th at it has a direct bearing on the 
commercial and industrial interests of their 
Bection. 
On the 31st nit. the lower house 
of Congress declared the Texas Pacitic land 
grant forfeited, and their Committee on 
Public Lands have reported in favor also 
of forfeiture of the grant of the California 
and Oregon road. 
W hile public sentim ent 
universally sustains the action of Congress 
in the former measure, and the press is al­ 
m ost unanimous in its favor, believing that 
th e grant could not legally have been 
transferred to the Southern Pacific, and 
th a t it was designed to encourage a com­ 
peting transcontinental line, there has 
gone up a public protect against the meas­ 
ure contem plated by the committee above 
rtferred to. 
The considerations urged by 
these journals are in substance as follows : 
The CalifArnia and Oregon is a road ex­ 
tending northw ard through the Sacramento 
valley to the Oregon line, there to m eet a 
ro a), projected to 
meet it, extending 
southw ard from Portland and connect it 
w ith the Oregon system of roads. 
The 
Oregon and California, some years ago, was 
b u ilt to Redding and then stepped, be­ 
cause work was suspended on the Oregon 
road and there was no prospect of its early 
resum ption ; and indeed the sole cause of 
delay has been want of energy on the part 
of the Oregon builders. 
The grant Dpsed 
in 1SS0, but has not as yet been declared 
forfeited, and will stand good until Con­ 
> gross so declares it. 
A few m onths ago, 
the Oregon builders showing a disposi­ 
tion to push ahead, work was resumed 
and a twenty-m ile section north of Red­ 
ding ha9 been completed and accepted 
by the Governm ent Commissioners, and 
work 
in the shape of grading, bridge 
building and tunneling has 
progressed 
many miles in advance of the present 
term inus. 
The route from Redding to 
th e S tatf line is over a country rough 
and mountainous in the highest degree, 
involving enormous expense in construc­ 
tion, and the country is of no value w ith­ 
out the outlet a railroad affords. 
The pa­ 
pers in the northern part of the -Suite say 
th a t it is rapidly filling w ith settlers as the 
road progresses, and both the State and 
G eneral Government are being benefited 
by the general improvement and industrial 
movement. 
The Government loses noth­ 
ing, it is urged, from the grant, either di­ 
rectly or indirectly. 
W ith the railroad, 
th e land th a t remains to it are doubled in 
value with a ready sale, and it is much the 
gainer from w hatever adds to the prospe . 
u y of aoy portion of its territory. 
It i> 
justly feaied, if the grant in question is 
forfeited, th at this road, from the extraordi­ 
n ary outlay the building calls for, cannot 
be completed, aD d, im portant as it is lo­ 
cally considered, it sinks into insignificance 
compared w ith the benefit it will prove to 
San Francisco and indirectly to the whole 
State. 
It will attract southward a vast 
trade th a t will, w ithout it, be attracted to 
Portland or cities o u th e sound. 
I t is easy 
to see th at a connection w ith the Gregon 
system of roads, and through th at with its 
Eastern connections, is a benefit commer­ 
cially and otherw ise of the highest im poit- 
ance—one th at will be felt more and more, 
year by year, from one end of the State to 
til* o th e r

COMPENSATION 
TO 
GOVERNMENT 
IS 
NEEDED 
IMPROVEMENT. 


(San Francisco Call, February 10th.) 
W hile there is a very general opinion 
th at the policy of subsidizing railroads, 
either w ith land grants or money, should 
be discontinued, the reasons for declaring 
land grants forfeited are less conclusive. 
Most of our roads have been built mostly 
on credit, largely based on these land 
grants. Bends have been issued in advance 
of the w ork and sold <>u the representation 
th at the land granted was a portion of the 
company's property. 
The action of Con­ 
gress declaring these grants forfeited can 
hardly fail to affect the bonds of tbe com­ 
panies interested. 
The loss, however, will 
not fall so m uch on the companies as upon 
the holders of the bonds. 
The most im­ 
portant condition for Congress to keep in 
view in the disposal of public lands is th at 
they shall hs held until sold in small tracts. 
It is of lesB importance who holds them 
than th at they ars available to settlers at 
reasonable prices when wanted. 
I t is bet­ 
ter to let the railroad companies have the 
lands on condition th at railroads shall be 
built, w ith the condition annexed th at it 
shell only be sold in small lots, than to 
sell outright in large tráete to speculators. 
If 
Government sells a million acres to 
some foreign land-owner, who will lay out 
his estate in tarm s to be rented, little 
complaint is heard. 
The foreign spec­ 
ulator usually lets his purchase lield le un­ 
til native enterprise has doubled or trebled 
ts value, when he quietly takes posses­ 
sion. 
He does nothiag toward devel­ 
oping the country or opening the lands to 
settlem ent by buildiDg roads. 
In most 
cases the foreign purchaser is a drone who 
waits w ith a calculating patience while his 
neighbors work. 
In the one case the Gov­ 
ernm ent receives a certain 
amount of 
money for land disposed of, but in the 
other the compensation comes in the form 
of needed improvements. 
Trunk lines of 
railroads now penetrate the country so 
completely th at new grants are unneces­ 
sary. 
M any of the grants already made 
have done more for the people in the way 
of opening up new localities than could 
hive been dono w ith the money they 
might have sold it for. 
There is no need 
to continue a policy after the need for it 
has passed. Railroads will now be bnilt by 
private enterprise as fast as they are need­ 
ed. . The great trunk lines have as yet dis­ 
posed of hut small portions of their grants. 
The Union Pacific has sold 1,859.475 acres 
a t an average of $4 14 per acre. 
The 
Southern Pacific has sold 1.037,910 acres 
at $4 30, and the Central Pacitic has sold 
1,133,790 at $7 41. 
Of 32,000,000 acres 
earned by various railroad com panies, but 
7,572.620 have been patented. 
Some com ­ 
plaint ts made because the lands are not 
patented in advance of a demand for them , 
but there is some compensation for the loss 
of taxes thcrtby involved in the fact that 
tbe lands are not passing into the posses­ 
sion of speculators. 
Tne rule of the com ­ 
panies is to place lands in the m ark et as 
fast as there is a demand for them by set­ 
tlers. The companies themselves are inter­ 
ested in disposing cf their lands to settlers, 
bu* not in large tracts to speculators w ho 
will aw ait developm ents.
